Enacted by the Governor of the Uganda Protectorate. 


1. This Ordinance may be cited as “The Non- Short title and 
Native Poll Tax Ordinance, 1919” and shall come into fommence: 
force on the 1st day of April, 1919.

within seven days of the order or within such extended 
time as may be determined by the Magistrate, and 
either in a lump sum or by instalments. 


11. (1) If the person summoned as aforesaid fails 
to comply with the summons without lawful excuse 
or if he inakes default in payment into Court in the 
manner aforesaid, it shall be lawful for the Magistrate 
to commit such person to prison, without hard ‘labour, 
for a term not exceeding six weeks or until payment of 
the sum ordered to be paid (if paid before the expiration 
of such term): Provided that no such committal shall 
be ordered for default in payment as aforesaid unless it 
be proved to the satisfaction of the Magistrate that the 
person making default either has, or has had since the 
date of the order the ineans to pay the sum in respect 
of which he has made default, and has refused or 
neglected, or refuses and neglects, to pay the same. 


(2) Proof of the means of the person making 
default may be given in such manner as the Magistrate 
thinks just, and, for the purpose of such proof, the 
debtor and any witnesses may be summoned and their 
attendance enforced by the same processes as in cases 
in which the Magistrate has jurisdiction in civil matters, 
and such debtor and witnesses may be examined on oath. 
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(8) Every order of committal under this Section 
shall be issued, obeyed, and executed in manner similar to 
cominitinents by a Court in the exercise of jurisdiction 
in civil cases.

(5) The amount of any tax due and unpaid, and 
the sum (if any) ordered to be paid for costs and expenses 
under Section 10, may at any time be levied by the 
attachinent and sale, under the orders of a Magistrate, 
of the moveable property of the defaulter in like manner 
as if the same were payable under a decree of a Civil 
Court, and a Magistrate is hereby empowered to issue 
such order either on his own motion or on the application 
of any District Commissioner.

VI—SILVER WAR BADGE.—1. In view of the provisions of the 5. 
Military Service (No. 2) Act, 1918, His Majesty the King has been pleased to So" 8% 
approve of the amendment of the conditions governing the award of the Silver 
War Badge granted under Army Orders 316 of 1916, 50 and 265 of 1917. 

2. Under the amended conditions the badge will, subject in every case to 
the approval of the Army Council, be issued to the individuals specified below, who 
served with the Colours for at least seven days subsequent to the 4th 
August, 1914 :— 

(a) Disabled men who have served during the present war outside the 
British Islands, or have served in the field in any previous war. 

(b) Disabled men who although they have not served as in (a) above, 
are in possession of Army Form B 2079 endorsed by the recruiting authorities 
to the effect that they have been found to be totally and permanently unfit for 
any form of military service; or who have left or been discharged on account of 
neurasthenia or allied functional nerve discase certified by a Special Medical 
Board to be the result of military service in the present war. 

(ce) Persons who have left or been discharged from the military forces 
for reasons other than misconduct, and who at the time of the receipt of their 
application for the award of their badge are over the military age specified in 
the Military Service Acts at that time in force. 

3. The badge will, subject to the approval of the Army Council, also be 
issued to the undermentioned persons who have served with the military forces 
subsequent to the 4th August, 1914:— 

(a) Persons who are in possession of Ministry of National Service 
Form 2079, or who are over the military age specified in the Military Service 
Acts for the time being in force, and who :— 

(i) have served with the Royal Army Medical Corps under a fixed 

agreement: for a period of service ; or 
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(ii) have with the sanction of the military authorities been employed 
with the army overseas and have resigned their military employ- 
ment on account of disablement or illhealth. 

(6) Female nurses and members of Voluntary Aid Detachments and 

Queen Mary’s Army Auxiliary Corps who have been discharged or have 
relinquished their duties on account of physical disabilities such as would 
render them permanently unfit for further service in their respective corps. 

4. In this Order the phrase “disabled men” means men (including oflicers) 
who have left or been discharged from the military forces in consequence of disablement 
or ill-health caused otherwise than by misconduct.

MINERAL SPECIMENS. 

NOTICE IS HEREBY GIVEN that the Government Geologist is open to 
receive specimens of mincrals and rocks, etc., for identification and advice. All speci- 
mens should be accompanied by as detailed an account of their position in the field at 
the time of discovery, and relationship to other rocks, etc., as the sender may be able to 
give. ‘The sender should state (when possible) whether the supplies of the minerals 
represented by the specimens he forwards for identification are likely to be large or not. 
It should be remembered that any strange looking specimens may be worth collecting 
and that although a mineral, or group of minerals, may be of little value in itself, its 
existence may establish a presumption in favour of other, and more valuable, minerals 
within certain areas, 

2. Large specimens are preferable to sinall ones, but no specimen should be too 
large to transmit through the post. A standard size to be aimed at for rocks and 
massive minerals is 43" x 3" x 1” (approximately) but it is not advisable to break 
exceptional specimens (large crystals, ete.) in order to conform to these directions. 

3. Planters and others, who wish to send specimens of rocks or minerals for 
examination, should send them to the nearest District Commissioner’s Office with a 
request that they may be forwarded to the Government Geologist at Entebbe. 

4. The attention of all Government officials is invited to the pamphlet by 
Dr. J. W. Evans, containing directions for the collection of Geological Specimens, which 
accompanied the Chief Secretary's Circular No. 383/07 of the 3rd December, 1914.

REMOVAL OF GOODS. 


THE FOLLOWING REGULATIONS are published for general information :— 

1. No consignment will be accepted for transport unless each package is plainly marked 
in English and in a legible manner shewing the full name and address of the coasignee. 

2. Consignees (in which term is included the agents of consignees) are according to the 
distance of their residence or place of business allowed the under-mentioned periods (calculated from 
the time goods are available for delivery) in which to remove their goods :—

Sundays and Gazetted Public Holidays will not be reckoned in calculating the charges payable 
for storage. After the above periods the charges for storage will be as follows :— 
2 cents for every 10 lbs. weight or part thereof for every day or part thereof 
beyond the period allowed for free storage. Minimum charge 25 cents. 

This regulation shall only apply to goods stored at Kampala. 

3. Perishable goods such as fresh fruit, vegetables, meat, fish and other foods if not 
removed within 24 hours will be sold or otherwise disposed of. The proceeds (if any) will be 
handed over to the owner after deducting any charges due.

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4. When weatherproof stores cannot be provided for goods, half the above charges will be 
made, with a minimum charge of 25 cents. 

5. Goods in every case are stored at the owner's risk. 

6. The arrival of goods will be notified to the consignee by post if the address is clearly 
stated on the consignment note or on the goods. When goods are consigned to some place within 
a township where there is a Transport Depdt, advice of arrival will be sent when possible by 
messenger. 


WEIGHING OF GOODS AND WEIGHING CHARGES. 


7. Goods tendered to the Transport Department for carriage shall be weighed free of 
charge, where facilities exist, for the purpose of computing the carriage charges on them.

(28TH Frsruary, 1919.] 
Enacted by the Governor of the Uganda Protectorate. 


1. This Ordinance may be cited as “The Arms 
(Amendment) Ordinance, J919,”” and shall be read as 
one with the Uganda Arms Ordinance, 1906, (herein- 
after referred to as the Principal Ordinance,) the Uganda 
Arms (Amendment) Ordinance, 1907, and the Uganda 
Arms (Amendment) Ordinance, 1911, and all the said 
Ordinances may be cited collectively as “The Arms 
Ordinances, 1906 to 1919.” 

2. Section 3 of the Principal Ordinance is repealed 
and the following Section substituted therefor :— 

“3. (1) Before a permit for withdrawal for use 
in the Protectorate is granted every complete fire- 
arm and where the firearm is not complete every 
part of a firearm and every package of ammunition 
shall be stamped with a distinctive mark and number 
if not already marked in such a way as to be easily 
identified and shall be registered according to the 
marks and numbers thereon. 

‘(2) A fee of one rupee shall be charged for each 
registration, provided that such fee shall not be 
charged for registering an article which was 
registered at Mombasa under any Ordinance similar 
to the Principal Ordinance within one month of its 
arrival at the place of registration.” 

8. Sections 6 and 27 of the Principal Ordinance 
are amended by deleting the words “other than arms 
of precision and ammunition suitable thereto,” and 
Section 6 is further amended by deleting the words 
“and the region or district in which they may be sold,” 
and Section 27 by deleting the words “and the region 
or district for use in which they were purchased.”

Commence: 1. This Ordinance shall come into force on the

Licensing (Amendment) Ordinance, 1919,” and shall 
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be read as one with the Licensing Ordinance, 1912, 
(hereinafter referred to as the Principal Ordinance,) and 
the Licensing (Amendment) Ordinances, 1913, 1915 
and 1916, and all the aforesaid Ordinances may be 
cited collectively as “The Licensing Ordinances, 1912 
to 1919.” 

2. The First Schedule to the Principal Ordinance 
is hereby repealed and the Schedule to this Ordinance 
is substituted therefor. 


3. (1) Every person who hawks goods in the 
Protectorate and is not a native thereof carrying on 
business in places outside Government Townships and 
solely on his own account or on account of another 
native shall be provided with a licence in that behalf, 
hereinafter called “a Hawker’s Licence.” 

(2) A person shall not be deemed to be carrying 
on business on his own account who receives goods for 
sale on commission or receives them with a view to 
“sale or return.” 

(3) The fee for a hawker’s licence shall be 
Rs. 2 for every calendar month or part of a calendar 
month of its currency. 

(4) Subject to the provisions of section 4 (1) of 
this Ordinance where any person employs servants to 
hawk goods on his account such person shall be liable 
to take out a licence for each such servant and to pay 
the fees therefor. 

(5) The provisions of the Principal Ordinance 
(as amended by later Ordinances) as to traders and 
trading licences shall apply to Hawkers and Hawkers’ 
Licences respectively so far as the case will admit 
excepting sections 5, 13 and 20 (c). 

4. (1) A hawker shall not lend or hire his licence 
to any person, provided that a servant may travel with 
his master’s licence and trade for his benefit and 
provided that a separate licence shall be taken out for 
each servant if more than one are employed as provided 
in sub-section (4) of section 3 hereof. 

(2) Every person required by this Ordinance to 
be provided with a licence shall carry the same with 
him and shall produce the same on demand of any 
Administrative or Police Oflicer or native chief or 
headman. 

5. (1) A hawker means any person who goes from 
place to place or to other men’s houses carrying goods 
to sell or exposing them for sale or exposing patterns 
or samples of goods or procuring orders for goods to be 
afterwards delivered and includes any person who 
travels to any place in which he does not usually reside 
or carry on business and there sells or exposes for sale 
any goods in any house, shop, room, booth, stall or 
other place whatever hired or used by him for that 
purpose. 

(2) It shall not be necessary for a hawker’s 
licence to be taken out by any of the following persons ; 
that is to say :— 

(a) Any person selling or seeking orders for 
goods only to or from persons who are dealers 
therein and who buy to sell again. 

(6) Any person hawking only goods in respect 
of which no licence under the Principal Ordinance 
is required for the sale thereof in a store.

The several sentences pronounced by Courts 
Martial or Military Courts constituted and convened 
by proper authority under Martial Law or pronounced 
by oflicers authorised to dispose of offences suminarily 
under Martial Law upon persons not ordinarily subject 
to Military Law tried by such Courts or officers for acts 
of high treason, murder and for all or any other crimes 
or offences whatsoever or for all or any contraventions of 
any regulations expressed or purporting to be issued 
under Martial Law and commonly termed Martial Law 
Regulations are hereby confirmed and all such persons 
confined in any prisons or other legal places of con- 
finement within the Protectorate under or by virtue of 
such sentences shall be deemed to have been and to be 
legally confined there, and shall continue liable to be so 
confined there or elsewhere, as the Governor may 
direct, until the expiration of the sentences respectively 
passed upon them, or until their discharge by lawful 
authority, and such sentences shall be deemed to be 
sentences duly passed by duly and legally constituted

Each and all of the ollicers of the prisons 
or other legal places of confinement mentioned in the 
preceding sub-section, who have, or had, at any time in 
good faith received into, or kept in, confinement any of 
the persons mentioned in the said preceding sub-section 
shall be deemed for all purposes to have acted legally. 


(3). All persons in the Protectorate who have 
been deported without the limits thereof under and by 
virtue of any of the foregoing sentences referred to in 
the first preceding sub-section or by virtue of any other 
order shall be deemed to have been and to be legally 
deported without the limits of the Protectorate, and 
such acts or cases of deportation as aforesaid shall be 
deemed to be among, and shall be included under the 
acts, matters and things referred to in the second 
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Section of this Ordinance. Any person who, having 
been deported as aforesaid, returns to the Protectorate 
without the permission in writing of the Governor shall 
be guilty of an offence and shall on conviction be liable 
to imprisonment of either description for a term which 
may extend to two years and shall also be liable to fine 
and shall further be liable to be again deported. 


5. All persons who have been in good faith, and Arrpsts ete. 
under proper authority during the existence of Martial Law vaiidated. 
Law arrested for high treason, murder, or for all or 
any other crimes or offences whatsoever, or for all or 
any contraventions of any Regulations expressed or 
purporting to be issued under Martial Law, and

No. 1. Tue Victorta Nyanza INFEcTED AREA, consisting of :— 

(a) Such part of the mainland of the Protectorate West of the River Nile 
within one mile of the Victoria Nyanza as lies North of a point five miles 
South of Dumu Point. 

(b) The whole of the mainland of the Protectorate East of the River Nile 
within two miles of the Victoria Nyanza. 

(c) All the islands contained in that part of the Victoria Nyanza which forms 
part of the Protectorate and all the waters within one mile of the shore of the 
mainland or of any island.

THE SLEEPING SICKNESS ORDINANCE, 1913. 


RULES. 
THE SLEEPING SICKNESS RULES, 1919. 


PRELIMINARY. 
1. These Rules may be cited as ‘The Sleeping Sickness Rules, 1919.” 


2. In these Rules, 
« Exempted areas” means 
(a) those parts of the infected areas set out in the Schedule hereto. 
(L) authorised ferries, authorised landing places, authorised routes, and 
authorised fishing areas. 

“ Fuel stations’ means such areas as the Governor may from time to time 
by notice in the Offical Gazette declare to be fuel stations for the 
purpose of these rules. 

« Authorised ferries” means such ferries as the Governor may from time to 
time by notice in the Offictal Gazette declare to be authorised ferries 
for the purpose of these rules. 

“ Authorised landing places ’’ means such landing places as the Governor 
may from time to time by notice in the Oficial Gazette declare to be 
authorised landing places for the purpose of these rules. 

“ Authorised routes’ means such routes as the Governor may from time to 
time by notice in the Official Gazette declare to be authorized routes 
for the purpose of these rules. 

“ Authorised steamer routes’ means such routes as the Governor muy from 
time to time by notice in the Official Gazette declare to be routes 
authorised for use by steamers. 

“ Authorised sailing routes ’’ means such routes as the Governor may from 
time to time by notice in the Official Gazette declare to be routes 
authorised for use by sailing vessels. 

“ Authorised fishing areas’’ means such areas as the Governor may from 
time to time by notice in the Official Gazette declare to be authorised 
fishing areas for the purpose of these rules. 

“Government Contractor’ means any person under contract to supply fuel 
to any Government Department. 

“Government Department” includes any Department of the Government 
of the British East Africa Protectorate. 

“ District Commissioner” includes “ Assistant District Commissioner” in 
charge of a District. 

“Vessel '’ includes boat, canoe, or other craft. 


RULES OF GENERAL APPLICATION. 
3. Rules four to fifteen hereof shall apply to all infected areas. 
4. (1) No person shall enter or remain in any infected area without a written 
ermit. 
(2) This Rule shall not apply 
(a) To exempted areas, as set out in Schedule I to these Rules. 


(6) To persons travelling by steamers by an authorised steamer 
route, 


(c) To persons travelling by sailing vessel by an authorised sailing 
route. 


(d) To persons entering and remaining in an authorised fishing area 
for the purpose of fishing therein. 


5. No person shall land, in an infected area, except at an authorised landing 
place, without a permit. 
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6. Permits may be issued by the District Commissioner of the District in 
which the infected area is situated. Every permit to enter an infected 
area shall be in the form set out in Schedule A to these Rules. 


7. No permit shall be issued unless the person applying for it shall first 
satisfy the person issuing it by a Medical Certificate or otherwise, that 
the person or persons for whom it is sought is or are free from Sleeping 
Sickness. 


8. The issue of permits shall be discretionary and any permit may be cancelled 
at any time without reason assigned. 


9. Every permit shall be deemed to be issued subject to the following 
conditions :— 

(a) Any person permitted to enter an infected area shall if required by the 
person issuing the permit, and all natives so entering shall each carry, 
so long as they remain in an infected area, an identification tally, which 
shall be in such form as the person issuing the permit shall prescribe. 

(6) Groups of men under one employer shall, if the person issuing the permit 
so requires, be accompanied by a headman. 

(c) The holder thereof shall not put in or land from a vessel at any place in 
an infected area except an authorised landing place or a place specified 
in such permit and shall not approach in any vessel to within one 
hundred yards of any shore execpt as may be necessary to reach any 
authorised landing places or place specified in such permit or by reason 
of stress of weather. 

(d) It shall be valid for one month only unless any other time is stated 
thereon. 

(e) It shall be produced for inspection whenever required by any Govern- 
ment Officer, or Sleeping Sickness Inspector. 

(f) Any other conditions which may be imposed by the person issuing the 
permit and endorsed thereon. 


10. Notwithstanding anything in Rule four hereof, persons employed by any 
Government Department or Government Contractor may enter any 
fuel station, for the purpose of cutting fuel or bringing fuel to such fuel 
station, provided that all natives shall be medically examined before so 
entering and from time to time as ordered by the Medical Officer of the 
District. 

11. No person, unless specially authorised by the Governor, shall fish in 
any infected area except in an authorised fishing area and no person 
shall knowingly buy or otherwise obtain fish illegally caught. 


12. Any person found close to an infected area and far from an authorised 
fishing area in possession of fresh fish or recently used fishing gear 
shall be deemed to be guilty of a breach of the last preceding rule 
unless the contrary be proved. 


13. Nothing in these rules shall be construed so as to prohibit the 
following persons from entering or remaining in an infected area 
without a permit. 

(1) Persons acting under the Governor's authorisation. 

(2) Persons employed by the Government in the prevention of 
Sleeping Sickness. 

(8) Public Officers or Police in the discharge of their duties. Provided 
that no native shall enter an infected area under the provisions 
of this rule without being medically examined both previous to 
such entry, and afterwards from time to time as ordered by a 
Medical Officer should he be within the infected area for a period 
exceeding one month. 


14. Any person committing a breach of any of these rules or of any 
condition subject to which any licence or permit has been issued 
thereunder and any person who in any way abets such a breach 
shall be guilty of an offence and may be arrested without warrant 
by any Government Ofticer or by any person employed by the 
Government in the prevention of Sleeping Sickness, and save as 
hereinatter provided shall on conviction be liable to imprisonment 
of either description for any period not exceeding twelve months 
or to a fine not exceeding one thousand rupees or to both; and any 
article in respect of which or by means of which such breach has been 
committed may be confiscated by order of the court and dealt with as 
the court may direct, and in the absence of any other direction may, 
if confiscated, be sold and the proceeds paid into the general revenue 
of the Protectorate. 

15. The District Commissioner may in his discretion confiscate or authorize 
the destruction of any canoe or fishing tackle found in any infected 
area and not in the possession of any person holding a permit under 
these rules. 
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RULES FOR THE VICTORIA NYANZA INFECTED AREA. 


16. Rules 17 to 36 hereof shall apply to the Victoria Nyanza infected 
by area. 

' And Rules 16 to 26 shall also apply to those parts of the Victoria 
Nyanza and the mainland within one mile of the Lake, within the limits 
of the Protectorate, that are outside the Victoria Nyanza Infected 
Aren. 


17. No person shall use or possess with the intention of using any vessel 
unless the same shall have been first registered and marked in manner 
hereinafter provided. 


18. Vessels shall be registered at the office of the District Commissioner at 
Masaka, Entebbe, Kampala, Jinja, or Mbale. 

19. Each registering office shall have a distinctive letter: M for Masaka, E 
for Entebbe, K for Kampala, J for Jinja, A for Mbale. 


20. All vessels shall be numbered in order of registration and shall have the 
letter of the Registering Office and their numbers clearly painted on 
both bows in large white letters. 

21. Every vessel shall be registered under its own name and shall have 
such name clearly painted on both Lows. 


ration shall be annual and after the first registration shall be 
cted between the first and tenth of January in each year 


23. Every person registering a vessel shall be given a Certificate of 
Registration specifving the letter and number of the vessel. This 
ecrtificate shall be in the form set out in Schedule 1B to these Rules. 


24, No person shall use any registered vessel without having with him such

No material or gear shall be collected or tree felled, cut or hollowed

28. No person shall fish in any authorised area without a fishing licence. 
Every fishing licence shall be in the form set out in Schedule D to 
these Rules. 


29. Fishing licences may be issued by the District Commissioner, Masaka, 
Entebbe, Kampala, Jinja, or Mbale on payment of such fee as shall be fixed 
from time to time by notice in the Gazette. The District Commissioner 
may refuse a fishing licence or cancel at any time any fishing licence 
previously issued without assigning any reason. 


30. Every fishing licence shall be deemed to be issued subject to the 
following conditions :— 
(a) It shall expire on the 31st December next following date of issue. 
(0) It shall be produced for inspection whenever required by any 
Government Officer, or Sleeping Sickness Inspector. 
(ce) Any other conditions which may be endorsed thereon by the District 
Commissioner, 


31. No holder of a fishing licence issued in one district shall fish in any other 
district under that licence until he has submitted his licence to the 
District Commissioner of that other district for countersignature and 
registration. The holder shall at the same time inform the District 
Commissioner who issued the licence of his intention to fish in another 
district. 


32. No vessel shall be used or let out for hire for fishing in any authorised 
fishing area or for ferry work without a written permit. - Every permit 
shall be in the form set out in the Schedule E to these Rules. 


33. Such permits may be granted by the District Commissioner. The District 
Commissioner may refuse a perinit or cancel at any time any permit 
previously issued without assigning auy reason. 
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34. Every such permit shall be deemed to be issued subject to the following 
conditions :—- 
(a2) It shall be produced for inspectfon whenever required by any 
Government Officer or Sleeping Sickness Inspector. 
(b) Any other conditions which may be endorsed by the District 
Commissioner. 


35. No vessel registered for fishing shall be transferred from one authorised 
fishing area to another without a written permit. If permission is 
given to such transfer, the vessel shall at once be registered again at 
the office of the District Commissioner in whose district tho fishing 
area is to which it is transferred. 


36. Notwithstanding anything to the contrary in these rules contained, 
persons may fish without a fishing licence in any authorised fishing 
area from vessels of the Uganda Marine and Uganda Railway subject 
to the permission or direction of the Captain of the vessel. 


RULES FOR NIGHT FISHING. 


37. Special permits may be issued by a District Commissioner for night 
fishing in the Entebbe, Kampala or Jinja authorised fishing areas 
subject to the following rules :— 

(1) Night Fishing is permitted by nets only, from motor or sailing boats 
only. 

(2) No motor boat or sailing vessel shall leave the landing place before 5 
p.m. nor return to the landing place later than 6-30 a.m. 

(3) Every motor boat or sailing vessel shall have a conspicuous headlight, 
approved by the District Commissioner and such headlight shall be 
kept burning at a height of at least 10 feet from the deck from 
sundown to sunrise. 

(4) The crew of any motor boat or sailing vessel used for night fishing 
shall be presented to the Medical Officer for examination on 
engagement and thereafter on the lst day of every month. 

(5) On any violation of the above rules or of any of the General Fishing 
Rules above the District Commissioner may cancel the permit. 


RULES FOR THE BUNYORO INFECTED AREA. 
88. Rules 39 to 44 hereof shall apply to the Bunyoro infected area. 


89. No person shall use or possess with the intention of using any vessel 
for the purpose of fishing in any authorised fishing area within the 
Bunyoro infected area unless the name shall have been first registered 
and marked in manner hereinafter provided. 


40. Vessels shall be registered at the Office of the Marine Department at 
Butiaba. 


41. Vessels shall be numbered in order of registration and shall have their 
numbers clearly painted on both bows in large white letters. 


42. Registration shall be annual and after the first registration shall be 
etiected betwen the first and the tenth of January in each year. 


43, Every person registering a vessel shall be given a Certificate of 
Registration specifying the number of the vessel. 


44. No person shall use any registered vessel without having with him such 
certificate of Registration. 


RULES FOR THE NILE, THE TORO AND THE SOROKO VALLEY 
. INFECTED AREAS. 


45. Rules 46 to 48 hereof shall apply to the Nile, the Toro, and the Soroko 
valley infected areas. 


46. Nothing in these Rules shall be construed so as to prohibit natives of 
these infected areas or natives of the Protectorate who have been 
resident in these infected areas since lst January, 1907, from entering 
or remaining in these infected areas without a permit or from fishing 
therein, provided always that no such native shall enter or remain or 
fish in that part of the Nile infected area lying within two miles of the 
River Victoria Nile between the River Toshi and Lake Albert. 


47. A District Commissioner may remove any native or native village from 
“any place in these infected areas to any other place therein and may 
issue such orders and directions as may be necessary for the purposes 
of effecting such removal. Any person failing to comply with any 
such order or direction shall be guilty of a breach of these rules. 
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48. For the purpose of the punishment of offences committ2d in these infected 
areas section fourteen of these rules shall b2 read as though the words 


“six months ” were suhstituted for the words ‘“ twelve months” therein 
occurring. 


49. The Sleeping Sickness Rules, 1913, as amended by the Sleeping Sickness

Note A.—A service of Government Motor Cars connects with the steamers arriving at Masindi Port and departing 
from Butiaba. Passengers can be accommodated at the Hotel at Masindi in the interval between the 
arrival and departure of the two steamers. 

Note B.—The journey by road froin Nimule to Rejaf (105 Miles) occupies 10 days easy Safari. 

Baggage for the safari should be packed in loads not exceeding 50 lbs. each. 

Application for porters for the safari should be made to the Mamur (Egyptian Officer) Nimule at least 14 days 
before the date they are required. : 

It is not necessary to take a tent for the safari as each camp consists of 3 to 4 wattle and daub huts 
about 12 ft. square with kitchens, boys’ quarters, ke. 

As regards food, eggs and fowls are generally plentifol though difficulty might be experienced in obtaining a 
sufficient supply if several people are travelling together. Milk is not obtainable till the last camp. 

The rate for porters from Nimule to Rejaf is approximately Rs. 8-30 per man for the journey which includes 
their return pay to Nimule or their homes. 

Fuller particulars of the necessary equipment, porters, etc., can be obtained on application to the Director of 
Transport, Kampala. 

Note C.—On this oceasion, 8 days only are allowed for the safari from Nimule to Rejaf in order to catch the Sudan 
Government Steamer at the latter port. If the full 10 days are required, passengers must leave Nairobi 
on 19th April. 

Catering is provided on the steamer leaving Rejaf for Khartoum on the 22nd of each month at a charge 
of 11/- per diem. On the steamer which leaves on the 7th of each month private arrangements must be 
made for food. 

The above Time Table is given solely for the convenience of intending passengers, and the Administration does not 
guarantee the services shewn.

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DRAFT ORDINANCE. 


Lhe following Draft Ordinance, about to be submitted to the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies for consideration, is published 
for general information :— 


Short title. 


Definitions.

This Ordinance may be cited as “ The Factories 
Ordinance, 1919.” 


2. In this Ordinance unless the context otherwise 

requires.— 

“Board” means any Board appointed by the 
Governor under the provisions of this 
Ordinance. 

“ Factory ” means any premises wherein or within 
the close or curtilage or precincts of which 
steam water or other mechanical power is used 
in aid of the manufacturing process carried on 
there. 

“Machinery” means and includes stationary and 
portable boilers, steam apparatus, steam and 
other engines including locomotives and all 
appliances or combination of appliances, which 
ean be used for developing, receiving, trans- 
mitting or converting either mechanical or 
natural power. 


3. The Governor shall appoint a Board called 
The Factories Board (hereinafter called the Board) 
consisting of the Director of Public Works, the Director 
of Agriculture, the Medical Sanitary Oftier, or their 
representatives and such other additional members not 
exceeding five as may from time to time be appointed 
by Notice in the Gazette. 


4. The supervision of all Factories and Machinery 
in Uganda shall be exercised by the Board, and subject 
to their directions in writing by any- Inspector 
appointed under the provisions of this Ordinance. 


5. The Governor may make Rules for the following 

purposes :— 

(1). The health and safety of all persons employed 
in or about all Factories or Machinery. 

(2). The prevention of accidents in Factories. 

(3). Regulating the hours of employment in 
Factories. 

(4). Making special Regulations for the safety of 
persons employed in such trades as he may by 
Notice in the Gazette declare to be dangerous 
trades. 

(5). Regulating the conditions under which 
buildings to be used as Factories or for 
Machinery may be constructed or erected. 

(6). The appointment of Inspectors for carrying 
out the provisions of this Ordinance and 
regulating their duties and powers. 

And generally for ensuring the proper working of 

all Factories and Machinery and for the due carrying 
out of the objects and purposes of this Ordinance, 


6. The power to make Rules shall include :— 

(a). The fixing of fees, charges, and tariffs in 
connection with any matter or thing arising 
under any Rule. 
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(b). The fixing of penalties for the breach or non- Penalties. 
observance of any Rule and where no penalty 
is fixed any person failing to comply with or 
offending against any of the provisions of any 
Rule shall be hable to imprisonment of either 
description for a term of 12 months or a 
fine of Rs. 1,009 or to both.

Short title. 1. This Ordinance may be cited as “The Famine 
Relief Ordinance, 1919.” 

Power to issue 2. (1). Whenever in any District there is extreme

natives suffer: Coinmissioner a famine exists or is likely to ensue the 
ingifrom Provincial Commissioner may with the sanction of the 
Governor instruct the District Commissioner to direct 
any Chief to issue orders to be obeyed by the natives 
residing within the local limits of his jurisdiction: 
(a) requiring any able-bodied male native to 
work on any public works, irrigation works, 
relief works or in any other employment 
approved by the Governor for such period as 
the Governor may prescribe, 


(b) requiring any native to-move to such place

(c) requiring any native residing in his jurisdiction 
to cultivate land within the local limits of 
such jurisdiction to such reasonable amount 
as the Chief may prescribe. The crops 
accruing from any such cultivation shall be 
the property of the native.

(ii) Officers who have died and whose estates are sent to the Crown Agents. 
(iii) Officers now in East Africa who proceed to England for leave or reversion before 
1st April this year. 
(b) The Chief Paymaster, King’s African Rifles, will assess and issue forms locally :— 
(i) In cases of Officers relinquishing locally. 
(ii) In cases of Officers leaving for England after 31st March this year. 
(iii) Officers who have died and whose estates are dealt with locally. 
(iv) Where the Chief Paymaster, King’s African Rifles, pays, the action taken should 
be shewn on Last Pay Certificate. 


8. The Crown Agents will assume that all Officers whose Bonus they calculate and 
issue have been on full King’s African Rifles rate of pay continuously between date of arrival 
in and date of departure from East Africa, and where this is not so the Chief Paymaster 
should advise them of the position by telegraph if Officers have already left East Africa, or 
on Last Pay Certificate where Officers have not yet left.

RULES. 


THE REGISTRATION OF BUSINESS NAMES 
RULES, 1919. 

1. THESE RULES may be cited as “The Registration of 
Business Names Rules, 1919.” 

2. In the construction of these Rules any words used herein 
defined by the Registration of Business Names Ordinance, 1918, 
hereafter referred to as the Ordinance, shall have the meaning 
thereby assigned to them respectively. 

3. The fees to be paid in pursuance of the Ordinance shall 

’ be the fees specified in Part II of these Rules. 
4. Subject to any directions which may be given by the 
Registrar all applications, notices, statements or other documents 
° to be left. with or sent to the Registrar shall be upon foolscap 
aper of a size approximately 13 inches by 8 inches and shall have 
on the left hand part thereof a margin of approximately 2 inches. 
5. Every application for registration shall be made in the 
form set out in the Schedule hereto. 
6. The Registrar shall issue a certificate of registration in 
the form set out in the Schedule hereto to every firm or person 
registered under the Ordinance. 
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7. Every change in any of the particulars registered shall 
within 14 days of such change be notified in the form set out in 
the Schedule hereto to the Registrar who shall alter the register 
accordingly. 

8. Every notice to the Registrar that any firm or individual 
registered under the Ordinance has ceased to carry on business 
shall be in the form set out in the Schedule hereto. 

9. The Register and all documents in connection with the 
registration of business names shall be open for inspection of the 
public and copies of or extracts from such register or documents 
may be obtained on every business day during the hours that the 
Registrar's oflice opens for business. 

10. A certificate of registration to be used in legal proceedings 
or for any other specified purpose will be issued upon application 
but such certificate shall have specified on the face thereof the 
purpose for which it is issued.

SCHEDULE I. 
The Registration of Business Names Ordinance, 1918. 
APPLICATION FOR REGISTRATION OF BusINEssS NAME. 


In filling up the application forms for registration, attention is drawn 
to the following provisions of the Registration of Business Names 
Ordinance, 1918 :— 

SEcTION 2.—In the construction of this Ordinance the following words 
and expressions shall have the meanings in this section assigned to them, 
unless there is something in the subject or context repugnant to such 
construction :— 

“Firm” shall mean an unincorporate body of two or more 
individuals, or one or more individuals and one or more corporations, 
or two or more corporations, who have entered into partnership with 
one another with a view to carrying on business for profit : 

“ Business” shall include profession : 

“ Individual” shall mean a natural person and shall not include a 
corporation : 

“Christian name” shall include any forename:

References in this Ordinance toa former Christian name or surname 
shall not, in the case of natural-born British subjects include a former 
Christian name or surname where that name or surname has been changed 
or disused before the person bearing the name had attained the age 
of eighteen years, and in the case of a married woman shall not include 
the name or surname by which she was known previous to the marriage: 
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References in this Ordinance to a change of name shall not include, 
in the case of natural-born British subjects, a change of name which has 
taken place before the person whose name has been changed has attained 
the age of eighteen years; or, in the case of a peer or a person usually 
known by a British title different from his surname, the adoption of or 
succession to the title: 

“ Business Name ” shall mean the name or style under which any 
business is carried on, whether in partnership or otherwise : 
“Foreign Firm” shall mean any firm, individual, or corporation 
whose principal place of business is situate outside His Majesty’s 

Dominions or Protectorates : 

“ Showeards” shall mean cards containing or exhibiting articles 
dealt with, or samples or representations thereof : 

“ Prescribed” shall mean prescribed by rules made in pursuance 
of this Ordinance. 


Srction 4.—Where a firm, individual, or corporation having a place 
of business within the Protectorate carries on the business wholly or 
mainly as nominee or trustee of or for another person or other persons, or 
another corporation, or acts as general agent for any foreign firm, the first 
mentioned firm, individual, or corporation shall be registered in manner 
provided by this Ordinance, and, in addition to the other particulars 
required to be furnished and registered, there shall be furnished and 
registered the particulars mentioned in the Schedule to this Ordinance : 


Provided that where the business is carried on by a receiver or 
manager appointed by any Court, registration under this section shall not 
be necessary.

An Ordinance Relating to the Uganda Police. 


(15rH May, 1919.] 


Enacted by the Governor of the Uganda Protectorate. 


1. This Ordinance may be cited as ‘ The Uganda Short title. 


Police (Amendment) Ordinance, 1919,” and shall be 
read as one with the Uganda Police Ordinance, 1908, 
hereinafter referred to as the principal Ordinance. 


2. Every Asiatic and African Non-Commissioned Corporal 
punishment. 


Officer and Constable who :— 

(a) Strikes, or uses or offers any violence 
against his superior officer, or uses threatening or 
insubordinate language to his superior officer; or 

(6) Wilfully disobeys any lawful command; or 

(¢) Malingers, or feigns or produces any 
disease or infirmity ; or 

(d) Resists an escort whose duty it is to 
apprehend him or to have in charge; or 

(e) Is guilty of an act, conduct, disorder, or 
neglect to the prejudice of good order and 
discipline ; or 

(f) Who has been previously convicted of 
any offence under the principal Ordinance, may 
in addition to any other punishment to which he 
may be liable under Section 60 of the principal 
Ordinance, be punished with corporal punishment 
not exceeding 15 lashes to be inflicted only as 
prescribed by this Ordinance. Provided that no 
sentence of corporal punishment shall be imposed 
by a Police Officer below the rank of an Assistant 
Superintendent, anil every such sentence shall be 
confirmed by the Commissioner before being carried 
into execution.

The export of all goods, with the exception of the under-mentioned, will be allowed to the 
above-mentioned countries without restriction, provided the consignees are approved recipients :— 
Arms and ammunition; agricultural machinery, implements, and applances; butter; Boer 
meal; barley; bags and sacks; cocaine, its salts and preparations; cheese; concentrates; 
cement; cotton; dairying machinery, utensils, and appliances; explosives; flour; fertilizers and 
material used in manufacture of ; fibre; grain bags; 
Gold coin over £5; 
Gold bullion; in terms of Proclamation No. 100 of 1918; 
Gold ornaments ; 
hessian ; jute; jute hessian and bags; mincrals and mineral ores; maize and mealie meal: metals, 
scrap; meat; opium and its preparations; opium alkaloids and their salts and preparations; oil 
seeds; rice; rubber; sugar; spelter ; scrap metals ; wheat. 
In the cases of the commodities mentioned, export will be permitted only on production of 
the necessary export permit issued under authority of the Controller of Imports and Exports. 
All applications for permission to export explosives under this heading must be made to the 
Chief Inspector of Explosives.

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GENERAL. 

Exporters should bear in mind that certain import restrictions are still in force in other 
countries, and the desirability of ascertaining from prospective consignees whether importation 
licences have been obtained should not, therefore, be overlooked. 

Applications for permits to export goods in respect of which permits may not be issued by 
Collectors of Customs, Chief Inspector of Mxplosives or the Union Agent, should be made to the

An Ordinance to make provision for the Powers and 
Duties of Native Chiefs and for the enforcement 
of Native Authority. 


(307TH Jung, 1919.] 
Enacted by the Governor of the Uganda Protectorate. 


1. This Ordinance may be cited as “The Native short titlo. 
Authority Ordinance, 1919.” 


2. In this Ordinance— Interpretation 


The term “Chief” shall mean any native 
Chief who is recognised as such by the Government 
or, subject to any orders of the Government, any 
native Chief who is recognised as such by the 
tribe over which or over part of which he has 
jurisdiction and includes, except where such an 
interpretation is repugnant to the context, any 
body of chiefs exercising collective authority. 


The term “ District Commissioner” includes

(hk) requiring able-bodied natives to work in 
the making or maintaining of any work of a public 
nature constructed or to be constructed or main-

(1) From the Secretary of State for the Colonies to the Governor :— 


“June 28ru. ‘The Peace Treaty with Germany was signed by representatives 
“of the Allied and Associated Powers and by representatives of Germany to-day at 
“four o’clock. The concluding article of the Treaty provides that the first procés 
“verbal of the deposit of ratification will be drawn up as soon as the Treaty has 
“been ratified by Germany on the one hand and by three of the principal Allied 
“and Associated Powers on the other hand; that from the date of this first procés 
“verbal the Treaty will come into force between the high contracting parties who 
“have ratified it ; that for the determination of all periods of time provided for in 
“the Treaty this date will be the date of the coming into force of the Treaty; and 
“that in all other respects the Treaty will enter into force for each Power at the 
“date of the deposit of its ratification. The date of ratification, ¢.e., of the coming 
“into force, of the Peace Treaty cannot be stated yet.” 


(2) From the Secretary of State for the Colonies to the Governor :-— 


“June 27rx. Following message from the King should be published as 
“soon as I telegraph that Peace has been signed. 

“ The signing of the Treaty of Peace will be received with deep thankfulness 
“throughout the British Empire. This formal act brings to its concluding stages 
“the terrible war which has devastated Europe and distracted the world. It 
“manifests the victory of the ideals of freedom and liberty for which we have made 
“untold sacrifices. I share My peoples’ joy and thanksgiving and earnestly pray 
“that the coming years of peace may bring to them ever increasing happiness and 
“ prosperity.” 


(3) From the Governor to the Secretary of State for the Colonies :— 


“June 30rn. Your telegram June 28th. Request that following telegram 
“inay be laid before His Majesty the King: Your Majesty’s subjects in 
‘“‘ Uganda tender cordial congratulation on the declaration of. Peace and the final 
He triumph of the cause of liberty and justice. We express profound thankfulness

GEORGE B&.I. 


WHEREAS it has pleased Almighty God to-bring to a close the late widespread 
and sanguinary war in which We were engaged against Germany and her Allies; We 
therefore adoring the Divine goodness and duly considering that the great and general 
blessings of peace do call for public and solemn acknowledgment have thought fit by 
and with the advice of Our Privy Council to issue this Our Royal Proclamation hereby 
appointing and commanding that general thanksgiving to Almighty God for these His 
manifold and great mercies be observed throughout Our Dominions on Sunday, the sixth 
day of July; and for the more devout solemnization of the same We have given 
direction to the Most Reverend the Archbishops and the Right Reverend the Bishops 
of England to compose a Form of Prayer suitable to this occasion to be used in all 
churches and chapels and to take care for the timely dispersing of the same throughout 
their respective dioceses ; and to the same end We do further advertise and exhort the 
General Assetnbly of the Church of Scotland and all spiritual authorities and ministers 
of religion in their respective churches and other places of public worship throughout 
Our United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland and in all quarters of Our Dominions 
beyond the seas to take part as it may properly behove them to do in this great and 
common act of worship and We do strictly charge and command that the said public 
day of thanksgiving be religiously observed by all as they tender the favour of Almighty 
God and have the sense of His benefit. 


GIVEN at Our Court at Buckingham Palace this first day of July in the year 


of our Lord one thousand nine hundred and nineteen and in the tenth year of Our 
Reign.

THE NATIVE COTTON CULTIVATION LAW, 1919. 
A LAW. 


ENACTED BY HIS HIGHNESS THE KABAKA OF 
BUGANDA BY AND WITH THE ADVICE OF THE 
LUKIKO AND WITH THE APPROVAL OF HIS 
EXCELLENCY THE GOVERNOR. 


It is enacted as follows :— 

1. This Law may be called “The Cotton Cultivation Law, 
1919.” The words “Cotton Inspectors” in this Law shall be 
understood to mean both Saza and Gombolola Cotton Inspectors. 

2. Cotton shall not be planted mixed with any other crops or 
plants or in any other manner than that sanctioned by the Govern- 
ment Director of Agriculture. 

3. All old cotton plants must be pulled up each year before 
the dates notified by the Director of Agriculture in advance for 
each County, group of Counties or Districts and on no account 
shall cotton plants be allowed to remain for more than one year in 
the ground. 

4. When cotton is uprooted it shall be burnt as soon as 
possible and must not be thrown into the grass near the plots. 

(a) The Gombolola Chiefs shall, fourteen days before the date 
fixed by the Director of Agriculture for the uprooting of the plants, 
send out Cotton Inspectors to see if the uprooting of the plants 
has been begun. 

(6) If they find that any person has not begun the uprooting 
of the plants they may, in their discretion, allow him a further 
seven days after the date fixed by the Director of Agriculture to 
complete the uprooting and burning of the plants. If after such 
date they then find that the work has not been done he shall be 
guilty. of an offence under this Law. 

5. It is unlawful to cut off the bolls witha knife. The cotton 
must be picked by hand when it is ripe. 

6. It is unlawful to plant cotton two years in succession on 
the same plot. 

7. Any person breaking any of the Rules under this Law 
shall be guilty of an offence and punished with a fine not exceeding 
50 cents for a first offence and not exceeding Rs. 2/50 for a second 
and subsequent offence. 

This Law shall come into force on the 15th day of July, 1919.

RULES, 1919. 


1. THESE RULES may be cited as “The Infectious 
Diseases (Infected Places) Rules, 1919,” and shall be read as one 
with the Infectious Diseases (Infected Places) Rules, 1911, (herein- 
after called the principal Rules).

The periods during which ofticers served with a regiment or corps, (a) in a lieutenant-colonel's 
command, or (b) as an adjutant, and whose appointments were formally recognized, should be mentioned. 


7. In the case of officers who have been wounled, and whose wounds have been notified in an 
official casualty list, the fact should be stated and the date on which the casualty occurred should be given. 


8. Returns should not be limited to the services of officers under their present commanding officers, 
but should include the whole of their service throughout the war. 


9. Details of mentions in despatches, promotions for service in the field, or the grant of rewards, 
should not be included in the return, as such particulars must first be promulgated in the London Gazettr, 
and they are recorded from that publication in the details of War Services in the Army List.

An Ordinance relating to the Admission of Enemy 
Aliens into the Protectorate. 


(80rH Aucust, 1919.] 
Enacted by the Governor of the Uganda Protectorate. 


1. This Ordinance may be cited as ‘“‘The Enemy Short title. 
Aliens Ordinance, 1919,” and shall continue in force 
for the period of 3 years from the date hereof. 


2. In this Ordinance the words “ Enemy Aliens” Definition. 
shall mean any person who is a citizen or subject of any 
State with which His Majesty the King was at any 
time during 1918 at War. 


3. It shall be unlawful for any Enemy Alien to Enemy Alien 
enter the Protectorate unless and until he is in Pecans 
possession of a permit entitling him to enter, signed by without 
the Chief Secretary to the Government. Such permit Pe™t 
shall be in the form set out in the Schedule to this 


Ordinance. 


Any such permit may be revoked at any time with- 
out reason assigned. 


4. Any Enemy Alien entering the Protectorate Penalties. 
without such permit or remaining in the Protectorate 
after such permit has been revoked shall be deemed to 
be guilty of an offence and shall be liable on conviction 
to a fine not exceeding Rs. 1,500 or to imprisonment of 
either kind for a period not exceeding six months or 
both. 


5. Any Enemy Alien convicted of any offence Removal of 
under this Ordinance shall in addition to the penalties Enemy Aliens. 
provided by Section 4 of this Ordinance be liable to be

The following Draft Ordinance, about to be submitted to the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies for consideration, is published 
for general information :— 


An Ordinance Relating to Access to Highways. 


Enacted by the Governor of the Uganda Protectorate. 


Short title. 1. This Ordinance may be cited as “The Access 


to Roads Ordinance, 1919.” 
Rower to mals 2. Where any owner or occupier of lands is so 
applica : . a ‘ 
copsrnct Rosa Situated in relation to any highway that he has not 
of Access. convenient access to the same he may inake application 
to the Land Officer for leave to construct a Road (here- 
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inafter called a Road of Access) over any lands lying 
between his land and such highway and every such 
application shall be in the form and contain the 
particulars required by the Schedule to this Ordinance 
and shall be accompanied by an aflidavit verifying the 
particulars in such application. Provided always that if 
the applicant is unable to make the sketch or plan 
mentioned in the said Schedule without entering upon 
the lands over which the Road of Access is to pass he may 
apply to the Land Officer for leave to enter upon the said 
lands for the purpose of making the said sketch or plan 
and the Land Officer may then inake an order entitling 
the applicant to enter on the said lands. 


3. On the receipt of such application the Land 
Officer shall serve a notice upon the holder or holders 
of land or lands over which the proposed Road of 
Access is to pass calling upon him or them to show 
cause within one month why the proposed Road of 
Access should not be constructed. 


4. (a). The Land Officer shall then fix a day for 
the hearing of the application mentioned in Section 2 
of this Ordinance and after hearing the applicant or 
his advocate and after hearing the holder or holders 
of the land over which the proposed Road of Access 
is to pass or his or their advocates may make an order 
granting the applicant leave to enter upon the said 
land and construct a Road of Access subject to such 
conditions and to payment of such compensation in 
respect of use of the land and destruction of growing 
crops and other matters as to the Land Officer shall 
seem fit. 


(b) The Land Officer shall have power to 
determine by whom the costs of any application under 
this Ordinance shall be borne, and to fix the amount 
thereof. 


5. («) When the said Road of Access has been 
constructed the applicant or his servants and visitors, 
his agents or his successors in title shall have leave at 
all times to pass and re-pass over the said Road of 
Access with or without vehicles. 


(6) For the purpose of maintaining the said 
Road of Access the applicant or his servants or his 
agents or his successors in title shall have leave to 
enter at all times upon the land or lands over which 
the said Road of Access passes. Provided always that 
as little damage or inconvenience as may be possible 
shall be caused by such entry to the holder or holders 
of the land over which the Road of Access passes and 
that such right of entry shall be subject to such 
conditions as the Land Officer may impose in granting 
the order for constructing the Road of Access. 


6. An appeal shall lie from any order of the Land 
Officer to the High Court whose decision thereon shall 
be final, provided that such appeal shall be lodged 
within 30 days from the making of such order.

PART I. 
PRELIMINARY. 


1. This Ordinance may be cited as “ The Courts 
Ordinance, 1919,” and shall come into operation on 
such date as the Governor by notification in the Gazette 
shall determine. 


2. In this Ordinance, unless a different intention 
appears from the subject or context,— 


(a) Words and expressions shall have the same 
meanings as in the Criminal Procedure 
Ordinance, 1919. : 


and (0) the following words and expressions shall have 


the following meanings :— 


“Civil Procedure Code” ineans the Indian 
Code of Civil Procedure as applied to the 
Protectorate. 

“Native of the District” means any person 
resident in the District who is a member of 
any tribe inhabiting the District, and 
includes, should the Governor by Proclama- 
tion so direct with reference to any particular 
District, any native of the Protectorate 
designated in such Proclamation who has 
been resident in the District for a period of 
at least five years. 


3. Besides the High Court and the Courts consti- 
tuted under any law other than this Ordinance for the 


time being in force, there shall be such of the under-’ 


mentioned Courts, subordinate to the High Court, as 
may be constituted by or under this Ordinance, viz. :— 
(1) Courts of Session. 
(2) District Courts; each District Court being 
presided over in civil matters by a first class 
District Judge and in criminal matters by a 
first class Magistrate. 
(3) Additional District Courts; an Additional 
District Court being— 


(S.MLP. 5262.) 
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(a) an Additional District Court of the first class 
presided over in civil matters by a first class 
District Judge and in criminal matters by a 
first class Magistrate, 

or (6) an Additional District Court of the second class 
presided over in civil matters by a second class 
District‘ Judge and in criminal matters by a 
second class Magistrate, 

or (c) an Additional District Court of the third class 
presided over in civil matters by a third class 
District Judge and in criminal matters by a 
third class Magistrate. 


(4) Native Courts. 
PART II. 
THE HIGH COURT. 


4.(1) The High Court shall be fully constituted by 
any one of the Judges thereof, but in any particular 
case or matter the Chief Justice may direct that the 
Court shall be constituted by two or more Judges. 


(2) Any non-judicial or quasi-judicial act which 
is required by law to be done by a Judge or by a 
Commissioner appointed to exercise and adjust 
accounts may be done by the Registrar of the High 
Court or by a Deputy or District Registrar or by some 
other Officer of the Court, as the High Court may 
generally or specially direct. 


The High Court may from time to time, by rule 
delegate to the Registrar or a Deputy or District 
Registrar any judicial duty under the Civil Procedure 
Code. 


5. In the event of a difference of opinion in civil 
cases when the High Court is constituted by more than 
one Judge, the opinion of the majority shall prevail ; 
and if the Court be equally divided the opinion of the 
senior Judge shall prevail, unless the Court be acting in 
the exercise of its appellate jurisdiction and the opinion 
of one of the Judges is that the decree, order, or finding 
appealed against should be upheld, in which case such 
opinion shall prevail. 


6. In addition to its powers under the Criminal 
Procedure Ordinance, 1919, the High Court shall have 
all the powers of a High Court under the Civil Procedure 
Code so far as the same are not inconsistent with the 
provisions of this Ordinance or any other law for the 
time being in force. . 


7. The High Court shall be the principal Court of 
original civil jurisdiction in the Protectorate. 


8. In any civil case in which a native of the 
Protectorate is a party the High Court may call for the 
records of any proceeding of a Court subordinate to it, 
and if it appears that there has been in the proceeding 
an error material to the merits of the case and one 
involving grave injustice, may pass such judgment or 
order thereon as it thinks fit; provided always that no 
such judgment or order shall be passed where from 
lapse of time or other cause the passing of such 
judgment or order would involve serious hardship to 
any person.

renee deal with cases of contempt of its authority as the High 
Court of Justice in England, and such power shall 
extend to the upholding of the authority of the Courts 
subordinate to itself. 


Provided that nothing in this section shall affect 
the provisions of the Criminal Procedure Ordinance, 
1919, relating to offences of contempt committed in the 
face of the Courts. 


Civil Appeals. 12. Subject to the general provisions of the Civil 
Procedure Code relating to appeals, and to the provisions 
of this Ordinance or any other law for the time being 
in force an appeal shall lie to the Court of Appeal in 
civil cases froin the decrees, or from any part of the 
decrees, and from the orders of the High Court 
whether inade on appeal or in the exercise of its original 
jurisdiction.

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32. Where in any District there are any Addi- 
tional District Courts the High Court and the District 
Court, subject to any direction of the High Court, may 
direct the distribution of civil business between the 
District and Additional District Courts. 


33. Unless when otherwise provided by or under 
this Ordinance or by any other law for the time being 
in force, an appeal shall lie to the High Court from the 
decrees or from any part of the decrees, and from the 
orders of District and Additional District Courts in the 
exercise of their original civil jurisdiction. 


PART V. 
NATIVE COURTS. 


34. (1) The Governor may by Proclamation 
establish and constitute in any District or group of 
Districts :— 


(a) Native Courts with jurisdiction over natives 
of the District or group of Districts. 

(6) Native Courts (which shall be called Special 
Native Courts) with jurisdiction over natives 
of the Protectorate generally or over such 
Natives of the Protectorate as may be 
designated in such Proclamation. 


(2) In addition to the powers of the said Courts 
under the Criminal Procedure Ordinance, 1919, the 
Governor may, subject to the provisions of this 
Ordinance or any other law for the time being in force, 
in any such Proclamation, define and limit the civil 
jurisdiction which the said Courts may exercise. 


35. The said Courts shall be presided over by 
persons duly appointed by the Governor in that behalf ; 
any such appointments may be made generally by 
reference to an office or specifically by name in 
individual cases. 


36. (1) In civil matters the said Courts shall 
be under the supervision of the District Courts for the 


District in which they are situated or such other Court . 


as the Governor may by notice in the Gazette in 
particular instances direct.

39. In civil matters the said Courts shall conform 
with such procedure, practice and rules as may be from 
time to time specially or generally prescribed by the High 
Court and until any such procedure, practice or rules 
have been prescribed each of the said Courts shall 
exercise its civil jurisdiction according to the procedure 
and practice heretofore followed by the tribal authorities 
in the district in which such Court is situate, subject to 
any directions which the supervisory Court may from 
time to time give. 


40. The said Courts shall not issue process in 
civil matters to compel the appearance of any non- 
native of the district to give evidence, but should the 
evidence of a non-native of the district be required in 
any civil matter by any of the said Courts which it is 
unable to secure without the issue of process, it shall 
report the case to the supervisory Court and that Court 
may either (1) issue process to compel the appearance 
of the witness before the said Court, or, (2) make 
such orders either to take the evidence before itself or 
on commission, as may be necessary to secure its 
production before the said Court, or, (3) transfer the 
case for hearing before itself. 


41. The supervisory Courts shall have power to 
revise the decisions, decrees or orders of the said Courts 
made or given in civil matters and the High Court of 
its own motion or on petition may call for the records 
and revise any of the civil proceedings of any of the 
Courts having jurisdiction under this part of this 
Ordinance. 


42. A Court in the exercise of revisional powers 
in civil matters under this part of this Ordinance may 
make any order it thinks fit; and the power of revision 
shall include a power to order a case to be heard, or to 
transfer any case for hearing, before the Court exercising 
revisional powers or any Court under the supervision 
thereof. 


43. Nothing herein contained shall affect the 
power of the Governor to recognise the jurisdiction of 
a tribal chief or council of elders over the members of 
his or their tribe or the exercise by such tribal chief or 
council of elders of such authority as may be vested 
in him or them by the custom of his or their tribe, 
except so far as the jurisdiction of any Native Court 
established under this Ordinance shall extend. 


44. Any District Court or Additional District 
Court may subject to any directions of the High Court 
transfer the determination of any suit or civil proceeding 
before itself in which the parties are natives of the 
District to any Native Court established under this 
Ordinance or to any recognised tribal chief or council 
of elders having jurisdiction in the District. 


45. The supervisory Courts may, should they

Rules of Court, all Courts other than Native Courts 
shall so far as circumstances admit exercise their civil 
jurisdiction in conformity with the principles of pro- 
cedure laid down in the Civil Procedure Code.

all such cases according to substantial justice without 
undue regard to technicalities of procedure and without 
undue delay.

55. (1) Any person summoned to attend as an 
assessor who, without lawful excuse, fails to attend as 
required by the summons, or who, having attended, 
departs without having obtained the permission of the 
Court, or fails to attend after adjournment of the Court, 
after being ordered to attend, shall be liable by order of 
the Court which he has failed to attend or from which 
he has departed in manner aforesaid to a fine not 
exceeding two hundred rupees. 


(2) Such fine may be levied by attachment and 
sale of any movable property belonging to such assessor 
within the local limits of the jurisdiction of the Court 
making the order. 


(3) For good cause shewn, the Court may remit 
or reduce any fine so imposed. 


(4) In default of recovery of the fine by attach- 
ment and sale, such assessor may, by order of the Court, 
be imprisoned as a civil prisoner for the term of 15 days, 
unless such fine is paid before the end of the said term. 


56. (1) Whenever for the purposes of jurisdiction 
or Court fees it is necessary to estimate the value of 
the subject matter of a suit capable of a money valuation 
the plaintiff shall, in the plaint, subject to the pro- 
visions of any Rules of Court, fix the amount at which 
he values the subject matter of the suit, provided that 
if the Court thinks the relief sought is wrongly valued 
the Court shall fix the value and return the plaint for 
amendment. 


(2) In any class of suits where the subject matter 
does not adinit of being satisfactorily valued the High 
Court may by Rule direct that suits of that class shall 
be treated as if their subject matter were of such value 
as may be specitied in the Rule. 
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(3) In any suit where it is impossible to estimate 
the subject matter at a money value in which by reason 
of any finding or order of the Court a declaration of 
ownership of any money or property is nade, no decree 
shall be issued for an amount on the claim exceeding 
the pecuniary limits of the ordinary jurisdiction of the 
Court passing the decree. 


57. Notwithstanding the provisions of Section 
182 of the Civil Procedure Code the provisions of 
Section 189 of that code shall apply to civil cases tried 
by a District Judge or an Additional District Judge of 
the First Class when the subject matter in dispute is 
capable of being estimated at a money value and when 
such subject matter does not exceed in value Rs. 500. 


58. Where an agreement for the payment of 
interest is sought to be enforced, and the Court is of 
opinion that the rate agreed to be paid is unconscion- 
able and ought not to be enforced by legal process, the 
Court may give judgment for the payment of interest 
at such rate as it may think just. 


59. No Judge, Magistrate, Justice of the Peace, 
or other person acting judicially, shall be liable to be 
sued in any Civil Court for any act done or ordered to 
be done by him in the discharge of his judicial duty, 
whether or not within the limits of his jurisdiction: 
Provided that he at the time, in good faith, believed 
himself to have jurisdiction to do or order the act 
complained of; and no officer of any Court or other 
person bound to execute the lawful warrants or orders 
of any such Judge, Magistrate, Justice of the Peace, or 
other person acting judicially, shall be liable to be sued 
in any Civil Court, for the execution of any warrant or 
order, which he would be bound to execute, if within 
the jurisdiction of the person issuing the same. 


60. The Governor may, by Proclamation, vary 
either or both of the first and second Schedules or may 
cancel either or both thereof and substitute another or 
others therefor.

3. In every enactinent passed before the 
commencement of this Ordinance, in which reference is 
made to, or to any chapter or section of, the Indian 
Code of Criminal Procedure, such reference shall, so far 
as may be practicable, be taken to be made to this 
Ordinance, or to its corresponding chapter or section. 

4. (1) In this Ordinance the following words and 
expressions have the following meanings, unless a 
different intention appears from the subject or 
context :— 

“ Bailable Offence” means an offence shewn 
as bailable in the first Schedule or which is nade 
bailable by any other law for the time being in 
force ; and “ Non-bailable Offence ” means any other 
offence.

“ Offence” means any act or omission made 
punishable by any law for the time being in force. 

“Officer in Charge of a Police-Station” includes, 
when the officer in charge of the police-station is 
absent from the station-house or unable from 
illness or other cause to perform his duties, the 
Police Officer present at the station-house who is 
next in rank to such officer and is above the rank 
of constable, or, when the Governor so directs, any 
other Police Officer so present. For the purposes 
of this clause a European constable shall be 
deemed to be above the rank of constable.

(2) All offences under any other law shall be 
investigated, inquired into, tried, and otherwise dealt with 
according to the same provisions, but subject to any 
enactment for the time being in force regulating the 
manner or place of investigating, inquiring into, trying 
or otherwise dealing with such offences. 

(3) Provided, however, and notwithstanding 
anything in this Ordinance contained, the High Court 
may, subject to the provisions of any law for the time 
being in force in the Protectorate, in exercising its 
criminal jurisdiction in respect of any matter or thing 
to which the proceeding prescribed by this Ordinance 
is inapplicable, exercise such jurisdiction according to 
the course of procedure and practice observed by, and 
before, His Majesty’s High Court of Justice in England 
on the coming into operation of this Ordinance.

CHAPTER II.

A.— British Courts. 

6. (1) Subject to the other provisions of this 
Ordinance, any offence under the Penal Code may be 
tried :-— 

(a) by the High Court, or 
(6) by a Court of Session, or 
(c) by any other Court by which such offence 
is shewn in the eighth column of the first Schedule 
to be triable ; 
provided always that the High Court may by general 
or special Order direct that any offence or class of offence 
shall be committed for trial or be tried before itself and 
may transfer any case from any other Court to itself. 

(2) When the High Court tries any case which it 
has directed to be tried, or transferred for trial, before 
itself, it shall, except as provided in Section 234 and 
Section 279, observe in the trial of such case the same 
procedure as would have been observed by the Court 
which, but for such order or transfer, would have tried 
the case. 

7. (1) Any offence under any other law shall, 
when any Court is mentioned in this behalf in such 
law, be tried by such Court. 

(2) When no Court is so mentioned, it may, 
subject to the other provisions of this Ordinance, be 
tried by the High Court, a Court of Session or by any 
other Court by which such offence is shewn in the 
eighth column of the first Schedule to be triable. 
Provided always that the High Court may by general 
or special Order direct that any offence or class of 
offence shall be tried before itself and may transfer any 
case from any other Court to itself. 

8. Notwithstanding anything in the last two 
preceding sectious contained, the Governor may, by 
Proclamation, invest the District Magistrate or any 
Magistrate of the first Class in such outlying parts of 
the Protectorate as may be named in such Proclama- 
tion with powers to try as a Magistrate all offences not 
punishable with death. 

9. The High Court and Courts of Session may 
pass any sentence authorized by law.

11. District Courts and Additional District 


Courts of the first class shall in the trial of natives of b 


the Protectorate charged with the commission of 
offences have full criminal jurisdiction, and may pass 
any sentence authorized by law; provided that the 
High Court may by general or special Order direct that 
any such case or class of such cases in any District be 
committed for trial before itself or a Court of Session. 

12. Any Court may pass any lawful sentence 
combining any of the sentences which it is authorised 
by law to pass. 

13. (1) Additional District Courts of the second 
and third class may try natives of the Protectorate for 
any offence under the Penal Code or any other law 
other than offences under Chapter VI. of the Penal 
Code, murder, culpable homicide not amounting to 
murder, and attempt and abetment of such offences ; 
provided that the High Court may by general or special 
Order direct that any such case or class of cases in any 
District be committed for trial before itself or a Court 
of Session or be tried before a District Court or an 
Additional District Court of the first class. 

(2) Additional District Courts of the second class 
may pass on any native of the Protectorate so tried a 
sentence of imprisonment for a term bot exceeding one 
year or a fine not exceeding Rs. 500/- or both, and 
may impose the punishment of whipping. 

(3) Additional District Courts of the third class 
may pass on any native of the Protectorate so tried a 
sentence of imprisonment for a term not exceeding three 
months or a fine not exceeding Rs. 150 or both. 


14. (1) Any District or Additional District 
Court may award such term of imprisonment in default 
of payment of fine as is authorised by law in case of 
such default ; 

Provided that : 

(a) the term is not in excess of the Court's 
powers. 

(b) in any case decided by a Magistrate 
where imprisonment has been awarded as part of 
the substantive sentence, the period of imprison- 
ment awarded in default of payment of the fine 
shall not exceed one-fourth of the period of 
imprisonment which such Magistrate is competent 
to inflict as punishment for the offence otherwise 
than as imprisonment in default of payment of the 
fine; save always that where the period of 
imprisonment which such Magistrate is competent 
to inflict as aforesaid does not exceed two months, 
the imprisonment which may be awarded in 
default may extend to the maximum of such 
term and where such period exceeds two months 
and does not exceed eight months, the imprison- 
ment which may be awarded in default may extend 
to two months. 

(2) The imprisonment awarded under this 
section may be in addition to a substantive sentence 
of imprisonment for the maxinnun term awardable 
by the Magistrate.

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15. (1) When a person is convicted at one trial 
of two or more offences, the Court may, subject to the 
provisions of Section 71 of the Penal Code, sentence 
him, for such offences, to the several punishinents 
prescribed therefor which such Court is competent to 
inflict ; such punishments when consisting of imprison- 
inent to commence the one after the expiration of the 
other in such order as the Court may direct unless the 
Court directs that such punishments shall run 
concurrently. 

(2) In the case of consecutive sentences, it shall 
not be necessary for the Court, by reason only of the 
aggregate punishment for the several offences being in 
excess of the punishment which it is competent to 
inflict on conviction of a single offence, to send the 
offender for trial before a higher Court ; 

Provided as follows :-— 

(a) in no ease shall such person be sentenced

(b) if the case is tried by a District or 
Additional District Court, the aggregate punish- 
ment shall not exceed twice the amount of 
punishment which the Court is otherwise competent 
to inflict. 

(3) For the purposes of appeal the aggregate of 
consecutive sentences passed under this section in case 
of convictions for several offences at one trial shall be 
deemed to be a single sentence. 


16. District Magistrates and Additional District 
Magistrates of the first, second and third class shall 
have the powers respectively conferred upon them and 
specified in the second Schedule. Such powers shall be 
called their “ Ordinary Powers.” 

Provided that Magistrates of the second or third 
class may, subject to the provisions of this or any other 
Ordinance, exercise over natives the ordinary powers 
exercisable under this Ordinance by a Magistrate of 
the first class. 


17. In addition to his ordinary powers, any 
Magistrate of the first class may be invested by the 
Governor with any powers specified in the third 
Schedule as powers with which he may be invested 
by the Governor. 


18. (1) Inconferring powers under this Ordin- 
ance the Governor may by order empower persons 
specially by name, or by virtue of their office, or classes 
of officials generally by their Official titles. 

(2) Every such order shall take effect from the 
date on which it is communicated to the persons so 
empowered. 


19. The Governor may withdraw all or any of 
the powers conferred under this Ordinance on any 
person by him or by an officer of the Government. 


20. Where in any District there are any 
Additional District Courts the High Court and the 
District Court, subject to any direction of the High 
Court, may direct the distribution of business between 
the District and the Additional District Courts. 
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B.—Native Courts. 

21. The Governor may by Proclamation, subject 
to the provisions of this Ordinance or any other law for 
the time being in force, define and limit the Criminal 
jurisdiction which Native Courts may exercise. 

32. (1) Native Courts shall be under the 
supervision of the District Court for the District in 
which they are situated or such other Court as the 
Governor may by notice in the Gazette in particular 
instances direct. 

(2) Subject to any direction of the High Court 
the powers of a Supervisory Court may at the request 
of such Court be exercised by any Magistrate having 
jurisdiction in the district. 

23. There shall be an appeal from the decisions 
of any Native Court in such cases and to such Courts as 
the Governor may by Proclamation direct. 

24. For the purpose of record Native Courts shall 
make such returns to the Court under whose supervision 
they are, as may be directed by such Court or prescribed 
by Rule. 

25. Native Courts shall conform witb such pro- 
cedure, practice and rules as may be from time to time 
specially or generally prescribed by the High Court and 
until any such procedure, practice or rules have bzen 
prescribed each of the said Courts shall exercise its 
jurisdiction according to the procedure and practice 
heretofore followed by the tribal authorities in the 
district in which such Court is situate, subject to any 
directions which the Supervisory Court may from time 
to time give. 

26. Native Courts shall not issue process to 
compel the appearance of any non-native of the district 
to give evidence, but should the evidence of a non-native 
of the district be required by any Native Court which 
it is unable to secure without the issue of process, it 
shall report the case to the Supervisory Court and that 
Court may either (1) issue process to compel the 
appearance of the witness before the Native Court, or, 
(2) make such orders either to take the evidence before 
itself or on commission, as may be necessary to secure 
its production before the Native Court, or, (3) transfer 
the case for hearing before itself. 


27. The Supervisory Courts shall have power to 
revise the decisions, sentences or orders of Native Courts 
and the High Court of its own motion or on petition 
may call for the records and revise any of the 
proceedings of any Native Court. 


28. A Court in the exercise of revisional powers 
under the last preceding section may make any order it 
thinks fit, save that no such order shall be made to the 
prejudice of the accused unless he has had an opportunity 
of being heard; provided that the High Court may 
dispense with such hearing in the cases mentioned in 
the proviso to Section 338(2). 

The power of revision shall include a power to 
order any case to be heard, or to transfer any case for 
hearing, before the Court exercising revisional powers 
or any Court under the supervision thereof. 


29. No Native Court shall try any offence 
punishable with death or transportation for life.

Court may transfer the determination of any case or 
proceeding before itself in which the parties are natives 
of the district to any Native Court or to any recognised 
tribal chief or council of elders having jurisdiction in 
the district. 

33. The Supervisory Courts may, should they 
deem fit, for the enforcement of the lawful orders of 
Native Courts or of recognised tribal chiefs or councils 
of elders, try persons disobeying such orders and on 
conviction impose a sentence of imprisonment of either 
description not exceeding six months or a fine not 
exceeding Rs. 500/- or both.

GexERAL Provisions. 


CHAPTER III. 


Or Arp anp InrorMaTION TO THE MAGISTRATES, THE 
Po.ick AND PERSONS MAKING ARRESTS. 


34. Every person is bound to assist a Magistrate 
or Police Officer reasonably demanding his aid :— 

(a) in the taking or preventing the escape of 
any other person whom such Magistrate or Police 
Officer is authorised to arrest ; 

(v) in the prevention or suppression of a 
breach of the peace, or in the prevention of any 
injury attempted to be committed to any railway, 
canal, telegraph or public property. 

85. When a warrant is directed to a person other 
than a Police Officer, any other person may aid in the 
execution of such warrant, if the person to whom the 
warrant is directed be near at hand and acting in the 
execution of the warrant. 


36. (1) Every person aware of the commission 
of, or of the intention of any other person to commit 
any offence punishable under any of the sections 
contained in Chapter XII. (except sections 239, 240, 241, 
250, 251 and 254) or under any of the following sections 
of the Penal Code (namely), 121, 121a, 122, 123, 124, 
124a, 125, 126, 130, 143, 144, 145, 147, 148, 302, 303, 
304, 382, 392, 393, 394, 395, 396, 397, 398, 399, 402, 
435, 436, 449, 450, 456, 457, 458, 459 and 469, shall, in 
the absence of any reasonable excuse, the burden of 
proving which shall lie upon the person so aware, forth- 
with give information to the nearest Magistrate, Police 
Officer or Native Chief of such commission or intention.

(b) the rescrt to any place within or the 
passage throngh such area of any person whom he 
knows or reasonably suspects to be a robber, 
escaped convict, or proclaimed offender. 

(¢) the occurrence in or near such area of 
any sudden or unnatural death under suspicious 
circumstances, or the discovery of a corpse in or 
near such area in circumstances which lead to a 
reasonable suspicion that such a death has 
occurred. 

(7) any matter likely to affect the mainten- 
ance of order or the prevention of crime or the 
safety of person or property respecting which a 
Magistrate by general or special order has directed 
him to communicate information. 


CHAPTER IV.

A.—Arrest Generally. 


38. (1) In making an arrest the Police Officer or Arrest, how 
other person making the same shall actually touch or ; 
contine the body of the person to be arrested, unless 
there be a submission to the custody by word or action. 

(2) If such person forcibly resists the endeavour Resisting 
to arrest him, or attempts to evade the arrest, such toda" 
Police Officer or other person may use all means 
necessary to effect the arrest. 

(3) Nothing in this section gives a right to cause 
the death of a person who is not accused of an offence 
punishable with death or with penal servitude or 
transportation for life.

arrest, or any Police Officer having authority to arrest, person sought to 
has reason to believe that the person to be arrested has 
entered into, or is within, any place, the person residing 
in, or being in charge of, such place shall, on demand 
of such person acting as aforesaid or such Police Oilicer, 
allow him free ingress thereto, and afford all reasonable 
facilities for a search therein. 
40. If ingress to such place cannot be obtained Procedure when

under the last preceding section, it shall be lawful in obtainable.

any case in which a warrant may issue, but cannot be 
obtained without affording the person to be arrested an

Provided that, if any such place is an apartment 
in the actual occupancy of a woman (not being the 
person to be arrested) who, according to custom, does 
not appear in public, such person or Police Officer ‘shall, 
before entering such apartment, give notice to such 
woman that she is at liberty to withdraw, and shall 
afford her every reasonable facility for withdrawing, and 
may then break open the apartinent and enter it. 


41. Any Police Officer or other person authorised 
to make an arrest may break open any outer or inner 
door or window of any house or place in order to 
liberate himself or any other person who, having 
lawfully entered for the purpose of making an arrest, is 
detained therein. 


42. The person arrested shall not be subjected to 
more restraint than is necessary to prevent his escape. 


43. Whenever a person is arrested by a Police 
Officer under a warrant which does not provide for the 
taking of bail, or under a warrant which provides for 
the taking of bail but the person arrested cannot 
furnish bail, and whenever a person is arrested without 
warrant, or by a private person under a warrant, and 
cannot ‘legally be adinitted to bail, or is unable to 
furnish bail, the officer making the arrest, or, when the 
arrest is made by a private person, the Police Officer to 
whom he makes over the person arrested, may search 
such person, and place in safe custody all articles, other 
than necessary wearing apparel, found upon him. 


44. Whenever it is necessary to cause a woman 
to be searched the search shall be made by another 
woman with strict regard to decency. 


45. The officer or other person inaking any arrest 
may take from the person arrested any offensive 
weapons which he has about his person, and shall 
deliver all weapons so taken to the Court or officer 
before which or whom the officer or person making the 
arrest is required by law to produce the person arrested. 


B.— Arrest without Warrant. 


46. Any Police Officer may, without an order 
from a Magistrate and without a warrant, arrest— 

First—any person who has been concerned in any 
cognizable offence or against whom a reasonable 
complaint has been made, or credible information has 
been received, or a reasonable suspicion exists, of his 
having been so concerned ; 

Secondly—any person having in his possession 
without lawful excuse, the burden of proving which 
excuse shall lie on such person, any implement of 
house-breaking ; 

Lhirdly—any person who has been proclaimed as 
an offender either under this Ordinance or by order of 
the Governor ; 

Fourthly—any person in whose possession anything 
is found which may reasonably be suspected to be 
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stolen property or who may reasonably be suspected of 
having committed an offence with reference to such 
thing ; 
} ‘ifthly—any person who obstructs a Police Officer 
while in the execution of his duty, or who has escaped, 
or attempts to escape, from lawful custody ; 
Sicthly—any person reasonably suspected of being 
a deserter from His Majesty’s Army or Navy; 
Seventhly—any person who has been concerned in, 
or against whom a reasonable complaint has been made 
or credible information has been received or a reason- 
able suspicion exists of his having been concerned in, 
any act committed at any place out of the Protectorate, 
which, if committed in the Protectorate, would have 
been punishable as an offence, and for which he is, 
under the Fugitive Criminals Surrender Ordinance, So:torts 
1908, or under the Fugitive Offenders from the Sudin f4,yndtrana 
Ordinance, 1914, or under the Fugitive Offenders’ Act, °Y**™ 
1881, or otherwise, liable to be apprehended or detained 
in custody in the Protectorate ; and 
Lighthly—any released convict committing a breach 
of any rule made under Section 431, sub-section (3).

47. Any officer in charge of a police-station may, Wah. 
in like manner, arrest or cause to be arrested :— ee 
(a) any person found taking precautions to 
conceal his presence within the limits of such 
station under circumstances which afford reason to 
believe that he is taking such precautions with a 
view to committing a cognizable offence ; or 
(b) any person within the limits of such 
station who has no ostensible incans of subsistence ; 
or who cannot give a satisfactory account of 
himself ; or 
(c) any person who is by repute an habitual 
robber, house-breaker or thief, or an habitual 
receiver of stolen property knowing it to be stolen or 
who by repute habitually commits extortion or in 
order to ri committing of extortion habitually 
puts or attempts to put persons in fear of injury.

of such oflicer, to give his name and residence, or gives 
a name or residence which such officer has reason to 
believe to be false, he may be arrested by such oflicer in 
order that his name or residence may be ascertained. 

(2) When the true name and residence of such 
person have been ascertained, he shall be released on 
his executing a bound, with or without sureties, to 
appear before a Magistrate if so required : 

Provided that, “if such person is not resident in the 
Protectorate the bond shall be secured by a surety or 
sureties resident in the Protectorate. 
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(3) Should the true name and residence of such 
person not be ascertained within twenty-four hours 
froin the time of arrest or should he fail to execute 
the bond or, if so required, to furnish sufficient sureties, 
he shall forthwith be forwarded to the nearest Magistrate 
having jurisdiction. 


50. (1) Any private person may arrest any 
person who, in his view, commits a non-bailable and 
cognizable offence or against whoin a_ reasonable 
suspicion exists that he has committed such an offence, 
or who has been proclaimed as an offender ; 

and shall, without unnecessary delay, make over any 
person so arrested to a Police Officer, or, in the absence . 
of a Police Officer, take such person to the nearest 
police station. 

(2) If there is reason to believe that such person 
comes under the provisions of section 46, a Police Officer 
shall re-arrest him. 

(3) If there is reason to believe that he has 
comnnitted a non-cognizable offence, and he refuses on 
the demand of a Police Otlicer to give his name and 
residence, or gives a name or residence which such 
oticer has reason to believe to be false, he shall be 
dealt with under the provisions of section 49. If there 
is no suflicient reason to believe that he has committed 
any offence, he shall be at once released. 


51. A Police Officer making an arrest without 
warrant shall, without unnecessary delay and subject 
to the provisions herein contained as to bail, take or 
send the person arrested before a Magistrate having 
jurisdiction in the case, or before the officer in charge 
of a police-station. 

52. No Police Officer shall detain in custody a 
person arrested without warrant for a longer period 
than in all the circumstances of the case is reasonable, 
and such period shail not, in the absence of a special 
order of a Magistrate under section 140, exceed 
twenty-four hours exclusive of the time necessary for 
the journey from the place of arrest to the Magistrate’s 
Court ; 

Provided that if the Magistrate to whom a person 
arrested would ordinarily be forwarded is temporarily 
absent, and there be no other Magistrate to whom such 
person can conveniently be forwarded, such person may 
be detained in custody until the return of such 
first-mentioned Magistrate. 

53. Officers in charge of police-stations shall 
report to the nearest Magistrate the cases of all persons 
arrested without warrant within the lunits of their 
respective stations whether such persons have been 
adinitted to bail or otherwise. 


54. No person who has been arrested by a Police 
Officer shall be discharged except on his own bond, or 
on bail, or under the special order of a Magistrate. 


55. When any offence is committed in the 
presence of a Magistrate within the local limits of his 
jurisdiction, he may himself arrest or order any person 
to arrest the offender, and may, thereupon, subject to 
the provisions herein contained as to bail, commit the 
offender to custody. 
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56, Any Magistrate may at any time arrest or 
direct the arrest, in his presence, within the local limits 
of his jurisdiction, of any person for whose arrest he is 
competent at the time and in the circumstances to 
issue a warrant. 


57. If a person in lawful custody escapes or is 
rescued, the person from whose custody he escaped or 
was rescued, may immediately pursue and arrest him 
in any place in the Protectorate. 


58. The provisions of sections 39, 40 and 41 shall 
apply to arrests under the last preceding — section, 
although the person making any such arrest is not 
acting under a warrant and is not a Police Officer 
having authority to arrest. 


CHAPTER VY. 


Or Processes To CompEL APPEARANCE. 


A.—Summous. 


59. (1) Every summons issued by a Court under 
this Ordinance shall be in writing, in duplicate, signed 
and sealed by the presiding oflicer of such Court, or Ly 
such other oflicer as the High Court may from time to 
time, by rule, direct. 

(2) Such summons shall be served by a Police 
Officer or by an officer of the Court issuing it or other 
public servant. 


60. (1) ‘The swmmons shall, if practicable, be 
served personally on the person summoned by 
delivering or teudering to him one of the duplicates of 
the summons. 

(2) Every person on whom a summons is so 
served shall, if so required by the serving oflicer, sign a 
receipt therefor on the back of the other duplicate. 

(3) Service of a summons on an incorporated 
company or other body corporate may be effected by 
serving it on the secretary, local manager or other 
principal officer of the corporation or by registered post 
letter addressed to the chief officer of the corporation 
in the Protectorate. 


61. Where the person summoncd cannot by the 
exorcise of due diligence be found, the summons may 
be served by leaving one of the duplicates for him with 
some adult male member of his family, or with his 
servant residing with him; and the person with whom 
the summons is so left shill, if so required by the 
serving oflicer, sign a receipt therefor on the back of 
the other duplicate. 


62. If service in the manner mentioned in 
sections 60 and 61 cannot by the exercise of due 
diligence be effected, the serving oflicer shall aftix one 
of the duplicates of the summons to some conspicuous 
part of the house or homestead in which the person 
summoned ordinarily resides; and thereupon the 
summons shall be deemed to have been duly served. 


63. (1) Where the person summoned is in the 
active service of the Government or of a railway 
company, the Court issuing the summons. shail 
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ordinarily send it in duplicate to the head of the oflice 
in which such person is employed ; and such head shall 
thereupon cause the summons to be served in manner 
provided by section 60 and shall return it to the Court 
under his signature with the endorsement required by 
that section. 

(2) Such signature shall be evidence of due 
service. 


64. When a Court desires that a summons issued 
by it shall be served at any place outside the local 
limits of its jurisdiction, it shall ordinarily send such 
summons in duplicate toa Magistrate within the local 
limits of whose jurisdiction the person summoned 
resides or is, to be there served. 


65. (1) When a summons issued by a Court is 
served outside the local limits of its jurisdiction, and in 
any case where the officer who has served a suimmons 
is not present at the hearing of the case, an aflidavit, 
that such summons has been served, and a duplicate of 
the summons purporting to be endorsed (in manner 
provided by Section 60 or Section 61) by the person to 
whom it was delivered or tendered or with whom it 
was left, shall be adinissible in evidence, and the 
statements made therein shall be deemed to be correct 
unless and until the contrary is proved. 

(2) The aflidavit inentioned in this section may 
be attached to the duplicate of the summons and 
returned to the Court. 


B.—Warrant of Arrest. 


66. (1) Every warrant of arrest issued by a 
Court under this Ordinance shall be in writing, signed 
in the case of the High Court by a Judge and in the 
case of a Court of Session by the Sessions Judge and 
in the case of a District or Additional District Court 
by the Magistrate and shall bear the seal of the Court. 

(2) every such warrant shall remain in force 
until it is cancelled by the Court which issued it or 
until it is executed. 


67. (1) Any Court issuing a warrant for the 
arrest of any person may in its discretion direct by 
endorsement on the warrant that, if such person 
executes a bond with sufficient sureties for his 
attendance before the Court at a specified tine and 
thereafter until otherwise directed by the Court, the 
oflicer to whom the warrant is directed shall take such 
security and shall release such person from custody. 

(2) The endorsement shall state :— 

(a) the nuinber of sureties, 

(b) the amount in which they and the person 
for whose arrest the warrant is issued are to be 
respectively bound ; and 

(¢) the time at which he is to attend before 
the Court. 

(3) Whenever security is taken under this section 
the officer to whom the warrant is directed shall 
forward the bond to the Court. 


68. (1) A warrant of arrest shall ordinarily be 
directed to one or more Police Officers, or to one Police 
Officer and to all other Police Officers of the area 
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within which the Court bas jurisdiction, or generally to 
all Police Officers of such area. But any Court issuing 
such a warrant may, if its immediate exccution is 
necessary and no Police Officer is immediately avail- 
able, direct it to any other person or persons; and such 
person or persons shall execute the same. 
(2) When a warrant is directed to more officers Warrent to

or persons than one, it may be executed by all, or by 
any one or more, of them. 
69. (1) Any District Magistrate or Additional Warrants may

(3) When the person against whom such warrant 
is issued is arrested, he shall be made over with the 
warrant to the nearest Police Officer, who shall cause 
him to be taken before a Magistrate having jurisdiction 
in the case, unless security is taken under section 67.

74. (1) When a warrant is to be executed outside Warrant

(3) Whenever there is reason to believe that the 
delay occasioned by obtaining the endorsement of the 
Magistrate within the local limits of whose jurisdiction 
the warrant is to be executed will prevent such 
execution, the Police Officer to whom it is directed may 
execute the same without such endorsement in any 
place beyond the local limits of the jurisdiction of the 
Court which issued it. 


76. (1) When a warrant of arrest is executed 
outside the local limits of the jurisdiction of the Court 
by which it was issued, the person arrested shall, unless 
the Court which issued the warrant is within twenty 
miles of the place of arrest, or is nearer than the 
Magistrate within the local limits of whose jurisdiction 
the arrest. was made, or unless security is taken under 
section 67, be taken before the Magistrate within the 
local limits of whose jurisdiction the arrest was made. 

(2) Such Magistrate shall, if the person arrested 
appears to be the person intended by the Court which 
issued the warrant, direct his removal in custody to 
such Court; 

Provided that, if the offence is bailable, and such 
person is ready and willing to give bail to the 
satisfaction of such Magistrate, or a direction has been 
endorsed under section 67 on the warrant and such 
peren is ready and willing to give the security required 

y such direction, the Magistrate shall take such bail 
or security, as the case may be, and forward the bond to 
the Court which issued the warrant. 

(3) Nothing in this section shall be deemed to 
prevent a Police Officer from taking security under 
section 67. 


C.—Proclamation and Attachment. 


77. (1) If any Court has reason to believe 
(whether after taking evidence or not) that any person 
against whom a warrant has been issued by it has 
absconded or is concealing himself so that such warrant 
cannot be executed, such Court may publish a written 
proclamation requiring him to appear at a specified 
place and at a specified time not less than thirty days 
from the date of publishing such proclamation. 

(2) The proclamation shall be published as 
follows :— 

(a) it shall be publicly read in some con- 
spicuous place of the town or village or district in 
which such person ordinarily resides, or, if such 
person has no ordinary place of residence in the 
Protectorate, in which he was last known to be 
residing ; 

(b) it shall be affixed to some conspicuous 
part of the house or homestead in which such 
person ordinarily resides or to some conspicuous 
place of such town or village or district ; and 

(c) a copy thereof shall be affixed to some 
conspicuous part of the Court house. 
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(3) A statement in writing by the Court issuing 
the proclamation to the effect that the proclamation 
was duly published on a specified day shall be conclusive 
evidence that the requirements of this section have 
been complied with, and that the proclamation was 
published on such day. 


78. (1) The Court issuing a proclamation under 
section 77 may at any time order the attachment of any 
property, movable or immovable, or both, belonging to 
the proclaimed person. 

(2) Such order shall authorize the attachment of 
any property belonging to such person within the local 
limits of the jurisdiction of the Court by which it is 
made; and it shall authorize the attachment of any 
popes belonging to such person without such local 

imits when endorsed by a Judge of the High Court. 

(83) If the property ordered to be attached isa 
debt or other movable property, the attachment under 
this section shall be made :— 

» (a) by seizure; or 

(6) by the appointment of a receiver ; or 

(c) by an order in writing prohibiting the 
delivery of such property to the proclaimed person 
or to any one on his behalf; or 

(d) _ by all or any two of such methods, as the 

Court thinks fit. 

(4) If the property ordered to be attached is 
immovable, the attachment under the section shall be 
made :— 

(e) by taking possession ; or 

(f) by the appointment of a receiver; or 

(g) by an order in writing prohibiting the 
payment of rent or delivery of property to the 
proclaimed person or to any one on his behalf ; or 

(h) by all or any two of such methods, as the 

Court thinks fit. 

(5) Ifthe property ordered to be attached consists 
of live-stock or is of a perishable nature, the Court may, if 
it thinks it expedient, order immediate sale thereof, and 
in such case the proceeds of the sale shall abide the 
order of the Court. 

(6) The powers, duties and liabilities of a receiver 
appointed under this section shall be the same as those 
of a receiver appointed under Chapter XXXVI. of the 
Code of Civil Procedure. 

(7) If any claim is preferred or objection made to 
the attachment of any property under this section 
within six months of the date of such attachment by 
any person other than the proclaimed person, on the 
ground that such property is not the property of the 
proclaimed person or that the claimant or objector has 
an interest in it, the Court shall investigate the claim, 
and shall make such order as it thinks fit. 

Provided that no such investigation shall be made 
if in the opinion of the Court, the claim or objection 
has been designedly or unnecessarily delayed. 

(8) The person, against whom an order is made 
after investigation under the last sub-section, may 
institute a suit to establish a right which he claims to 
the property in dispute; but, subject to the result of 
such suit, if any, the order shall be conclusive. 
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(9) Ifthe proclaimed person does not appear within 
the time specified in the proclamation, the property 
under attachment shall be at the disposal of the 
Government; but it shall not be sold until the 
expiration of six months from the date of the attachment, 
unless it is subject to speedy and natural decay, or the 
Court considers that the sale would be for the benefit 
of the owner, in either of which cases the Court may 
cause it to be sold when it shall think fit. 


Kestoration of 79. If within two years from the date of the 
property. attachinent, any person whose property is or has been at 
the disposal of the Governinent, under sub-section 9 of 
section 78, appears voluntarily or is apprehended and 
brought before the Court by whose order the property 
was attached, or the High Court, and proves to the 
satisfaction of such Court that he did not abscond or 
conceal himself for the purpose of avoiding execution of 
the warrant, and that he had not such notice of the

(2) Any person required under this section mercly 
to produce a document or other thing shall be deemed 
to have complied with requisition if he causes the 
document or thing to be produced instead of attending 
personally to produce the saime.

144 and 125, or to apply to a letter, post-card, telegram 
or other document or any parcel or thing in the custody 
of the Postal or Telegraph Authorities. 


85. (1) If any document, parcel or thing in the 
custody of the Postal or Telegraph Authorities is, in

(d) to convey such property, documents, 
seals, stamps, coins, instruments or materials before 
a Magistrate, or to guard the same on the spot 
until the offender is taken before a Magistrate or 
otherwise to dispose thereof in some place of 
safety, and 


(e) to take into custody and carry before a 
Magistrate every person found in such place who 
appears to have been privy to the deposit, sale or 
manufacture or keeping of any such property, 
documents, seals, stamps, coins, instruments or 
materials, knowing or having reasonable cause to 
suspect the said property to have been stolen or 
otherwise unlawfully obtained, or the said 
documents, seals, stamps, coins, instruments or 
materials to have been forged, falsified or counter- 
feited, or the said instruments or materials to have 
been or to be intended to be used for counterfeiting 
coin or staiups or for forging. 
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89. When, in the execution of a search-warrant ot 
at any place beyond the local limits of the jurisdiction search tered” 
of the Court which issued the same, any of the things 
for which search is made are found, such things, 
together with the list of the same prepared under the 
provisions hereinafter contained, shall be immediately

CHAPTER VIII. 
UNLAWFUL ASSEMBLIES. 


116. Any Magistrate or Officer in Charge of a 
Police Station may command any unlawful assembly, 
or any assembly of five or more persons likely to cause a 
disturbance of the public peace, to disperse and it shall 
thereupon be the duty of the members of such assembly 
to disperse accordingly. 


117. If, upon being so commanded, such assembly 
does not disperse, or if, without being so commanded, 
it conducts itself in such a manner as to show a 
determination not to disperse, any Magistrate or Officer 
in Charge of a Police Station may proceed to disperse 
such assembly by force, and may require the assistance of 
any male person, not being an officer or soldier in His 
Majesty’s Army and acting as such, for the purpose of 
dispersing such assembly, and, if necessary, arresting 
and confining the persons who form part of it, in order 
to disperse such assembly or that they may be punished 
according to law.

CHAPTER IX.

Magistrate may by a written order stating the 
material facts of the case and served as_ hereinafter 
provided, direct any person to abstain from a certain 
act or to take certain order with certain property 
in his possession or under his management, if 
such Magistrate considers that such direction is likely 
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to prevent, or tends to prevent, obstruction, annoyance, 
or injury, or risk of obstruction, annoyance, or injury, to 
any person lawfully employed, or a disturbance of the 
public tranquillity, or a riot or an affray. 

(2) An order under this section may, in cases of 
emergency or in cases where the circumstances do not 
admit of the serving in due time of a notice upon the 
person against whom the order is directed, be passed 
ex parte. 

(3) An order under this section may be directed 
to a particular individual or to the public generally 
when frequenting or visiting a particular place. ‘ 

(4) The order shall, if practicable, be served on 
the person against whom it is made, in manner herein 
provided for the service of a summons. If such order 
cannot be so served, it shall be notified by proclaination 
in such manner as the Magistrate may direct, and a copy 
thereof shall be exhibited at such place or places as may 
be fittest for conveying the information to such person. 

(5) Any Magistrate may rescind or alter any order 
made by himself under this section or by his predecessor 
in office. 


CHAPTER X. 
PREVENTIVE ACTION OF THE Potice. 


123. Every Police Officer may interpose for the 
purpose of preventing, and shall, to the best of his ability, 
prevent, the commission of any cognizable offence. 


124. Every Police Officer receiving information of 
adesign to commit any cognizable offence shall 
communicate such information to the Police Officer to 
whom he is subordinate, and to any other officer whose 
duty it is to prevent or take cognizance of the commission 
of any such offence.

(4) The law and section of the law against which 
the offence is said to have been committed shall be 
mentioned in the charge. 

(5) The fact that the charge is made is equivalent 
to a statement that every legal condition required by 
law to constitute the offence charged was fulfilled in 
the particular case. 

(6) The charge shall be written in English. 

(7) If the accused has been previously con- 
victed of any offence, and it is intended to prove such 
previous conviction for the purpose of affecting the 
punishment which the Court may think fit to award, the 
fact, date and place of the previous conviction shall be 
stated in the charge. If such statement is omitted, the 
Court may add it at any time before sentence is passed. 
No formal charge of a previous conviction shall be 
necessary in cases in which the evidence is recorded 
under the provisions of sub-section (1) or (2) of section 272. 


Illustrations. 


(a) A is charged with the murder of B. This is equivalent toa 
statement that A’s act fell within the definition of murder given in sections 
299 and 80) of the Penal Code ; that it did not fall within any of the general 
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exceptions of the same Code; and that it did not fall within any of the five 
exceptions to section 300, or that if it did fall within Exception I, one or 
other of the three provisos to that exception applied to it. 

(b) A is charged, under section 329 of the Penal Code, with volun- 
tarily causing grievous hurt to B by means of an instrument for shooting. 
This is equivalent to a statement that the case was not provided for by 
section 335 of the Penal Code, and that the general exceptions did not 
apply to it. 

(c) A ix accused of murder, cheating, theft, extortion, adultery or 
criminal intimidation, or using a false property-mark. The charge may 
state that A committed murder, or cheating, or theft, or extortion, or 
adultery, or criminal intimidation. or that he used a false property-mark, 
without reference to the definitions of those crimes contained in the Penal 
Code ; but the sections under which the offence is punishable must, in each 
instance, be referred to in the charge. 

(d) 4 is charged, under section 184 of the Penal Code, with 
intentionally obstructing a sale of property offered for sale by the lawful 
authority of a public servant. The charge should be in those words, 

189. (1) The charge shall contain such particu- 
lars as to the time and place of the alleged offence, 
and the person (if any) against whom, or the thing (if 
any) in respect of which, it was committed, as are 
reasonably suflicient, to give the accused notice of the 
matter with which he is charged. 


(2) When the accused is charged with criminal 
breach of trust or dishonest misappropriation of money, 
it shall be sufficient to specify the gross sum in respect 
of which the offence is alleged to have been committed, 
and the dates between which the offence is alleged to 
have been committed, without specifying particular 
items or exact dates, and the charge so framed shall be 
deemed to be a charge of one offence within the meaning 
of section 205 ; 


Provided that the time included between the first 
and last of such dates shall not exceed one year. 


190. When the nature of the case is such that the 
particulars mentioned in sections 188 and 189 do not give 
the accused sufficient notice of the matter with which 
he is charged, the charge shall also contain such 
particulars of the manner in which the alleged offence 
was cominitted as will be sufficient for that purpose. 


Illustrations. 


(a) A is accused of the theft of a certain article at a certain 
time and place. The charge need not set out the manner in which the 
theft was effected. 

(b) A is accused of cheating B at a given time and place. The charge 
must set out the manner in which A cheated B. 

(c) A is accused of giving false evidence at a given time and place. 
The charge must set out that portion of the evidence given by A which is 
alleged to be false. 

(d) A is accused of obstructing B, a public servant, in the discharge 
of his public functions at a given time and place. The charge must set 
out the manner in which A obstructed B in the discharge of his functions. 

(e) Ais accused of the murder of B at a given time and place. The 
charge need not set out the manner in which A murdered B. 

(f) Ais accused of disobeying a direction of the law with intent to 
save B from punishment. The charge must set out the disobedience 
charged and the law infringed. 


191. In every charge words used in describing 
an offence shall be deemed to have been used in the 


sense attached to them respectively by the law under 
which such offence is punishable. 


192. No error in stating either the offence or the 
particulars required to be stated in the charge, and no 
omission to state the offence or those particulars, shall 
be regarded at any stage of the case as material, unless 
the accused was in fact misled by such error or omission, 
and it has occasioned a failure of justice. 


© 
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Illustrations. 

(a) A is charged, under section 242 of the Penal Code, with “ having 
been in possession of counterfeit coin, having known at the time when 
he became possessed thereof that such coin war counterfeit,” the word 
“fraudulently ” being omitted in the charge. Unless it appears that A 
was in fact misled by this omission, the error shall not be regarded as 
material. 

(b) A is charged with cheating B, and the manner in which’he 
cheated B is not set out in the charge, or is set out incorrectly. A defends 
himself, caJls witnesses and gives his own account of the transaction. 
The Court may infer from this that the omission to set out the manner of 
the cheating is not material. 

(ce) Ais charged with cheating B, and the manner in which he 
cheated B is not set out in the charge. There were many transactions 
between 4 and B, and A had no means of knowing to which of them the 
charge referred, and offered no defence. The Court may infer from such 
facts that the omission to set out the manner of the cheating was, in this 
case, a material error. 

(d) A is charged with the murder of Erika Musoke on the 21st 
January, 1919. In fact, the murdered person’s name was Evani Musoke, 
and the date of the murder was the 20th January, 1919. A was never 
charged with any murder but one, and had heard the inquiry before the 
Magistrate, which referred exclusively to the case of Evani Musoke. The 
Court may infer from these facts that A was not misled, and that the 
error in the charge was immaterial. 

(e) A was charged with murdering Evani Musoke on the 20th 
January, 1919, and Erika Muxoke (who tried to arrest him for the murder) 
on the 2lst January, 1919. When charged with the murder of Evani 
Musoke, he was triedfor the murder of Erika Musoke. The witnesses 
present in his defence were witnesses in the case of Evani Musoke. The 
Court may infer from this that A was misied and that the error was 
material. 


193. When any person is committed for trial 
without a charge, or with an imperfect or erroneous 
charge, the trial Court may frame a charge, or add to 
or otherwise alter the charge, as the case may be, having 
regard to the rules contained in this Ordinance as to 
the form of charges. 


Illustrations. 


1. A is charged with the murder of C. A charge of abetting the 
murder of C may be added or substituted. 


2. Ais charged with forging a valuable security under section 467 of 
the Penal Code. A charge of fabricating false evidence under section 198 
may be added. 


8. A is charged with receiving stolen property knowing it to be 
stolen. During the trial it incidentally appears that he has in his 
possession instruments for the purpose of counterfeiting coin. A charge 
under section 285 of the Penal Code cannot be added. 


194. (1) Any Court may alter or add to any 
charge at any time before judgment is pronounced, or, 
in the case of trials with assessors before the 
opinions of the assessors are expressed. 


(2) Every such alteration or addition shall be read 
and explained to the accused. 


195. If the charge framed or alteration or addition 
made under section 193 or section 194 is such that 
proceeding immediately with the trial is not likely, in 
the opinion of the Court, to prejudice the accused in 
his defence or the prosecutor in the conduct of the case, 
the Court may, in its discretion, after such charge or 
alteration or addition has been framed or made, proceed 
with the trial as if the new or altered charge had been 
the original charge. 


196. If the new or altered or added charge is 
such that proceeding immediately with the trial is likely, 
in the opinion of the Court, to prejudice the accused or 
the prosecutor as aforesaid, the Court may either direct 
a new trial or adjourn the trial for such period as may 
be necessary. 
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197. If the offence stated in the new or altered or 
added charge is one for the prosecution of which previous 
sanction is necessary, the case shall not be proceeded 
with until such sanction is obtained, unless sanction 
has been already obtained for a prosecution on the same 
facts as those on which the new or altered charge is 
founded. 


198. Whenever a charge is altered or added to by 
the Court after the commencement of the trial, the 
prosecutor and the accused shall be allowed to re-call 
or re-summon, and examine with reference to such 
alteration or addition, any witness who may have been 
examined, and also to call any further witness whom 
the Court may think to be material. 


199. (1) If the High Court in the exercise of 
its powers of revision or on appeal is of opinion that 
any person convicted of an offence was misled in his 
defence by the absence of a charge or by an error in the 
charge, it shall direct a new trial to be had upon a 
charge framed in whatever manner it thinks fit. 


(2) If the Court is of opinion that the facts of the 
case are such that no valid charge could be preferred 
against the accused in respect of the facts proved, it 
shall quash the conviction. 

Illustration. 

A is convicted of an offence, under section 196 of the Penal Code, 
upon a charge which omits to state that he knew the evidence which 
he corruptly used or atteinmpted to use ax true or genuine, was false or 
fabricated. If the Court thinks it probable that A had such knowledge, 
and that he was misled in his defenee by the omission fromm the charge 
of the statement that he had it, it shall direct a new trial upon an 
amended charge ; but, if it appears probable from the procecdings that A 
had no such knowledge, it shall quash the conviction. 


Joinder of Charges. 


200. For every distinct offence of which any 
person is accused there shall be a separate charge, and 
every such charge shall be tried separately except in 
the cases mentioned in sections 201, 202, 203 and 206. 

Illustration. 

A is accused of a theft on one occasion, and of causing grievous hurt 
on another occasion. A must be separately charged and separately tried 
for the theft and causing grievous hurt. 

201. (1) When a person is accused of more 
offences than one of the same kind committed within 
the space of twelve months from the first to the last of 
such offences, he may be charged with, and tried at one 
trial for, any nuinber of them not exceeding three. 


(2) Offences are of the same kind when they are 
punishable with the same amount of punishment under 
the same section of the Penal Code or of any Ordinance 
or other law. 


202. (1) If in one series of acts so connected 
together as to form the same transaction, more offences 
than one are committed by the same person, he may be 
charged with, and tried at one trial for, every such 
offence. 

(2) If the acts alleged constitute an offence falling 
within two or more separate definitions of any law in 
force for the time being by which offences are defined 
or punished, the person accused of them may be charged 
with, and tried at one trial for, each of such offences. 
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(3) If several acts, of which one or more than one Acteconstituting 

. . one offence, but 

would by itself or themselves constitute an offence, con- constituting 
when combin: 


stitute when combined a different offence, the person adifferent 
accused of them may be charged with, and tried at one ““"™ 
trial for, the offence constituted by such acts, when 
combined and for any offence constituted by any one, 
or more of such acts. 

(4) Nothing contained in this section shall affect 
the Penal Code section 71. 


Illustrations. 
to sub-section (1). 


(a) A rescues B, a person in lawful custody, and in so doing causes 
grievous hurt to C, a constable in whose custody was. 4 may be charged 
with, and convicted of, offences under sections 225 and 388 of the Penal 
Code, 

(6) A commits house-breaking by day with intent to commit adultery, 
and commits, in the house so entered, adultery with B's wife. A may be 
separately charged with, and convicted of, offences under section 454 and 
497 of the Penal Code. 

(c) A entices B, the wife of C, away from C, with intent to commit 
adultery with B and then commits adultery with her. A may be separately 
charged with, and convicted of, offences under sections 498 and 497 of the 
Penal Code. 

(d) A has in his possession several seals, knowing them to be 
counterfeit and intending to use them for the purpose of committing 
several forgeries punishable under section 466 of the Penal Code. A muy 
be separately charged with, and convicted of. the possession of each seal 
under section 473 of the Penal Code. 

(e) With intent to cause injury to B, A institutes a criminal 
proceeding against hin knowing that there is no just or lawful ground for 
such proceeding; and also falsely accuses B of having conmitted an 
offence, knowing that there is no just or lawful ground for such charges. 
A may be separately charged with, and convicted of, two offences under 
section 211 of the Penal Code. 

(f) A, with intent to cause injury to B, falsely accuses him of having 
committed an offence, knowing that there is no just or lawful ground for 
such charge. On the trial, A gives false evidence against B, intending 
thereby to cause B to be convicted of a capital offence. A may be 
separately charged with, and convicted of, offences under sections 211 and 
194 of the Penal Code. 

(g) A, with six others, commits the offences of rioting, grievous hurt 
and assaulting a public servant endeavouring in the discharge of his duty 
as such to suppress the riot. A may be separately charged with, and 
convicted of, offences under sections 147, 825 and 152 of the Penal Code. 

(hk) A threatens B, C and D, at the same time with injury to their 
persons with intent to cause alarm to them. A may be separately charged 
with, and convicted of, each of the three offences under section 506 of the 
Penal Code. 

The separate charges referred to in illustrations (a) to (7) respectively 
may be tried at the same time. 

to sub-section (2). 

(t¢) A wrongfully strikes B with a cane. A may be separately 
charged with, and convicted of offences under sections 852 and 823 of the 
Penal Code. 

(j) Several stolen sacks of corn are made over to A and B, who know 
they are stolen property, for the purpose of concealing them. A and B 
thereupon walantarily assist each other to conceal the sacks at the bottom 
of a grain-pit. A and B may be separately charged with, and convicted of, 
offences under sections 411 and 414 of the Penal Code. 

(&) A exposes her child with the knowledge that she is thereby likely 
to cause its death. The child dies in consequence of such exposure. A 
may be separately charged with, and convicted of, offences under sections 
817 and 304 of the Penal Code. 

(1) A dishonestly uses a forged document as genuine evidence in order 
to convict B, a public servant, of an offence under section 167 of the Penal 
Code. A may be separately charged with, and convicted of, offences under 
sections 471 (read with 466) and 196 of the same Code. 

to sub-section (8). 

(m) A commits robbery on B, and in doing so voluntarily causes hurt 
to him. A may be separately charged with, and convicted of, offences 
under sections 828, 892 and 894 of the Penal Code. 


203. Ifa single act or series of acts is of such a where itis 
nature that it is doubtful which of several offences the doubtful what 
facts which can be proved will constitute, the accused committed. 
may be charged with having committed all or any of 
such offences, and any number of such charges may be 
tried at once; or he may be charged in the alternative 
with having committed some one of the said offences. 
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Illustrations. 

(a) A is accused of an act which may amount to theft, or receiving 
stolen property, or criminal breach of trust or cheating. He may be 
charged with theft, receiving stolen property, criminal breach of trust 
and cheating, or he may be charged with having committed theft, or 
receiving stolen property, or criminal breach of trust or cheating. 

(0) A states on oath before the Magistrate that he saw B hit C witha 
club. Before the High Court A states on oath that B never hit C. A may 
be charged in the alternative and convicted of intentionally giving false 
evidence, although it cannot be proved which of these contradictory 
statements was false. 

When person ix 204. If, in the case mentioned in section 203, the 
one offence, he accused is charged with one offence, and it appears in 


Stan." evidence that he committed a different offence for 
which he might have been charged under the provisions 
of that section, he may be convicted of the offence 
which he is shown to have committed, although he was 
not charged with it. 

Illustration. 

A is charged with theft. It appears that he committed the offence of 
criminal breach of trust, or that of receiving stolen goods. He may be 
convicted of criminal breach of trust, or of receiving stolen goods (as the 
case way be), though he was not charged with such offence. 

proved lacluded 205. (1) When a person is charged with an 

a ene offence consisting of several particulars a combination 
of some only of which constitutes a complete minor 
offence, and such combination is proved, but the 
remaining particulars are not proved, he may be 
convicted of the minor offence, though he was not 
charged with it. 

(2) When a person is charged with an offence and 
facts are proved which reduce it to a minor offence, he 
may be convicted of the minor offence, although he is 
not charged with it. 

(3) Nothing in this section shall be deemed to 
authorise a conviction of any offence referred to in 
section 168 or section 169 when no complaint has been 
made as required by such sections. 

(4) When an accused is charged with an offence 
he may be convicted of an attempt to commit such 
offence or of abetment of such offence although the 


attempt or abetment is not separately charged. 
Illustrations. 

(a) A is charged, under section 407 of the Penal Code, with criminal 
breach of trust in respect of property entrusted to him as a carrier. It 
appears that he did commit criminal breach of trust under section 406 in 
respect of the property, but that it was not entrusted to him as a carrier. 
He may be convicted of criminal breach of trust under section 406. 

(6) A is charged, under section 325 of the Penal Code, with causing 
grievous hurt. He proves that he acted on grave and sudden provocation. 
He may be convicted under section 335 of that Code. 


What persons 206. The following persons may be charged and 
mes pecbareed tried together, namely :— 


(a) persons accused of the same offence ; 

(8) persons accused of an offence and persons 
accused of an abetment or of an attempt to 
commit such offence ; 

(c) persons accused of more than one offence 
of the same kind within the meaning of section 
201 committed by them together within the period 
of twelve months ; 

(@) persons accused of different offences 
committed in the same transaction ; 

(e) persons accused of offences which include 
theft, extortion, or criminal misappropriation and 
persons accused of receiving or retaining or 
assisting in the disposal or concealment of property, 
possession of which has been transferred by the 
said offences or of abetment of or attempting to

And the provisions contained in the former part of 
this Chapter shall, so far as may be, apply to all such 


charges. 
Illustrations. 


(a) A and B are accused of the same murder. A and B may be 
charged and tried together for the murder. 

(6) A and B are accused of a robbery, in the course of which A 
commits murder with which B has nothing to do. A and B may be tried 
together on a charge. charging both of them with the robbery, and A alone 
with the murder. 

(c) A and Bare both charged with a theft. and Bis charged with 
two other thefts committed by him in the course of the same transaction. 
A and B may be both tried together on a charge, charging both with the 
one theft, and B alone with the two other thefts. 


207. When a charge containing more heads than 
one is framed against the same person, and when a 
conviction has been had on one or more of them, the 
complainant, or the officer conducting the prosecution, 
may with the consent of the Court, withdraw the 
remaining charge or charges, or the Court of its own 
accord may stay the inquiry into, or trial of such charge 
or charges. Such withdrawal shall have the effect of an 
acquittal on such charge or charges, unless the conviction 
be set aside, in which case the said Court (subject to the 
order of the Court setting aside the conviction) may 
proceed with the inquiry into or trial of the charge or 
charges so withdrawn. 


CHAPTER XVII. 
Or tse TriaL or Summons Cases By MaaistraTEs. 


208. The following procedure shall be observed by 
Magistrates in the trial of summons cases. 


209. When the accused appears or is brought 
before the Magistrate, the particulars of the offence of 
which he is accused shall be stated to him, and he shall 
be asked if he has any cause to show why he should not 
be convicted ; but it shall not be necessary to frame a 
formal charge. 


210. If the accused admits that he has committed Convict 


the offence of which he is accused, his admission shall 
be recorded as nearly as possible in the words used by 


' him ; and, if he shows no sufficient cause why he should 


not be convicted, the Magistrate may convict him 
accordingly. 

211. (1) If the accused does not make such 
admission or if the Magistrate does not convict him, 
the Magistrate shall proceed to hear the complainant 
(if any), and take all such evidence as may be produced 
in support of the prosecution, and also if the prosecution 
has made out a prima facie case against the accused, to 
hear the accused and take all such evidence as he 
produces in his defence. 

(2) The Magistrate may, if he thinks fit, on the 
application of the complainant or accused, issue a 
summons to compel the attendance of any witness or 
the production of any document or other thing, and if 
such witness does not appear or such document or other

thing is not produced in obedience to such summons, 
and the summons is proved to have been duly served in 
time to admit of obedience thereto, the Magistrate may, 
if he thinks fit, issue further process to compel the 
attendance of such witness or the production of such 
document or other thing. 

(3) The Magistrate may, before suinmoning any 
witness on such application, require that his reasonable 
expenses, incurred in attending for the purposes of the 
trial, be deposited in Court. 

212. (1) If the Magistrate upon taking the 
evidence referred to in section 211 and such further 
evidence (if any) as he may, of his own motion, cause 
to be produced, and (if he thinks fit) examining the 
accused, finds the accused not guilty, he shall record an 
order of acquittal. 

(2) If he finds the accused guilty, he shall, unless 
he proceeds in accordance with the provisions of section 
426 or 427 or 430, pass sentence upon him according 
to law. 

213. A Magistrate may, under section 210 or 
section 212, convict the accused of any offence triable 
under this Chapter which from the facts admitted 
or proved he appears to have committed, whatever may 
be the nature of the complaint or summons. 


214. If the summons has been issued on 
complaint, and upon the day appointed for the appear- 
ance of the accused, or any day subsequent thereto to 
which the hearing may be adjourned, the complainant 
does not appear, the Magistrate shall, notwithstanding 
anything hereinbefore contained, acquit the accused, 
unless for some reason he thinks proper to adjourn the 
hearing of the case to soine other day ; 

Provided that where the complainant is a public 
servant and his personal attendance is not required, the 
Magistrate may dispense with his attendance and 
proceed with the case. 

215. If a complainant, at any time before a final 
order is passed in any case under this Chapter, satisfies 
the Magistrate that there are sufticient grounds for 
permitting him to withdraw his complaint, the Magis- 
trate may permit him to withdraw the same, and shall 
thereupon acquit the accused. 


216. In any case instituted otherwise than upon 
complaint, a Magistrate of the first class, or, with the 
previous sanction of the High Court, any other Magis- 
trate may, for reasons to be recorded by him, stop the 
proceedings at any stage without pronouncing any 
judgment either of acquittal or conviction, and may 
thereupon release the accused. 


217. (1) When a person accused of an offence is 
further accused that he, before the committing of the 
said offence, had been convicted of an offence, the 
procedure laid down in the foregoing provisions of this 
Chapter shall be moditied as follows :— 

(a) the accusation of the previous conv iction 
shall not be stated in Court, nor shall the accused 
be asked whether he has been previously convicted 
as alleged, nor shall any evidence be adduced in 
regard to such previous conviction unless and until 
he has been convicted of the subsequent offence ; 
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(b) if he is convicted of the subsequent 
offence he shall then be asked whether he has 
been previously convicted as alleged ; 

() ifhe admits that he has been so previously 
convicted, the Magistrate may proceed to pass 
sentence on him accordingly, but if he denies that 
he has been so previously convicted, or refuses to, 
or docs not, answer such question, the Magistrate 
shall then hear evidence concerning such previous 
conviction, 

(2) Notwithstanding anything in this section 
contained, evidence of the previous conviction may be 
given at the trial of the subsequent offence, if the fact 
of the previous conviction is relevant under the 
provisions of The Uganda Evidence Ordinance, 1909. 

(3) It shall not be necessary In a summons case 
to frame a formal charge of a previous conviction. 


Frivolous Accusations in Summons and 
Warrant Cases. 


218. (1) If, in any case instituted upon com- 
plaint or upon information given to a Police Officer, 
one or more persons is or are accused before a Magis- 
trate of any offence triable by a Ma istrate, and the 
Magistrate by whom the case is heard discharges or 
acquits all or any of the accused and is of opinion that 
the accusation against them or any of them was 
frivolous or vexatious, the Magistrate may, in his 
discretion, by his order of discharge or acquittal or 
immediately thereafter, call upon the person upon 
whose compliint or information the accusation was 
made forthwith to show cause why he should not pay 
compensation to such accused, or to each or any of such 
accused, when there are more than one. 

(2) The Magistrate shall record and consider any 
cause which such complainant or informant may show, 
and if he is satisfied that the accusation was frivolous 
or vexatious may, for reasons to be recorded, direct that 
compensation not exceeding rupees fifty be paid by such 
complainant or informant to the accused or to each or 
any of them. 

(3) Compensation for the payment of which an 
order is made under sub-section (2) shall be recoverable 
as if it was a fine, and the Magistrate may, by the 
order directing payment of the saine, further order that, 
in default of payment, the person ordered to pay such 
compensation shall suffer imprisonment of either 
description for a period not excecding thirty days. 

(4) When any person is imprisoned under sub- 
section (3) the provisions of sections 6& and 69 of the 
Penal Code shall, so far as may be, apply. 

(5) A complainant or informant who has been 
ordered under sub-section (2) by a Magistrate of the 
second or third class to pay compensation to an accused. 
person may appeal from the order, in so far as the order 
relates to the payment of the compensation, as if such 
complainant or informant had becn convicted on a trial 
held by such Magistrate. 

(6) Where an order for payment of compensation 
to an accused person is made in a case which is subject 
to appeal under sub-section (5), the compensation shall 
not be paid to him before the period allowed for the 
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presentation of the appeal has elapsed, or, if an appeal 
is presented, before the appeal has been decided.

(2) Notwithstanding anything in this section con- 
tained evidence of the previous conviction may be given 
at the trial for the subsequent offence, if the fact of the 
previous conviction is relevant under the provisions of 
the Uganda Evidence Ordinance, 1909. 


G.—List of Assessors and Summoning of Assessors. 


252. The High Court may make rules for the 
preparation of lists of persons liable to serve as assessors ; 
and for the summoning of assessors, and, until such 
rules are made, assessors shall be chosen from the 
persons liable to serve as such and summoned by 
written notice by the Court requiring their attendance.

(h) Persons exempted from personal appear- 
ance in Court under the provisions of the Code of 
Civil Procedure ; 

(2) Other persons exempted by the Governor, 
255. (1) <Any person summoned to attend as an Penalty for non- 

assessor who, without lawful excuse, fails to attend as Micndance of 
required by the summons, or who, having attended, 

departs without having obtained the permission of the 

Court, or fails toattend after adjournment of the Court, 

after being ordered to attend, shall be liable by order of 

the Court which he has failed to attend or from which 

he has departed in manner aforesaid to a fine not 
exceeding two hundred rupees.

CHAPTER XXII. 
GENERAL Provisions as TO InQuIRiES AND TRIALS. 


258. (1) In the case of any offence which under 
the Penal Code is triable exclusively by the High Court 
or a Court of Session any Magistrate of the first class or 
any other Magistrate with the sanction of such 
Magistrate, may, with the view of obtaining the evidence 
of any person supposed to have been directly or indirectly 
concerned in, or privy to, the offence under inquiry, 
tender a pardon to such person on condition of his 
making a full and true disclosure of the whole of the 
circumstances within his knowledge relative to such 
offence, and to every other person concerned, whether 
as principal or abettor, in the commission thereof. 

(2) In the case of offences not triable under the 
Penal Code exclusively by the High Court or a Court of 
Session a Magistrate of the first or second class may 
tender a pardon with the previous sanction of the 
High Court. 

(3) Every person accepting a tender under this 
section shall be examined as a witness in the case. 

(4) Such person, unless he is already on bail, shall 
be detained in custody until the termination of the trial. 

(5) Every Magistrate, who tenders a pardon under 
sub-section (1), shall record his reasons for so doing ; 
and, when any Magistrate has made such tender and 
examined the person to whom it has been made, he 
shall not try the case himself except by leave of the 
High Court, although the offence which the accused 
appears to have committed may be triable by such 
Magistrate. 


259. At any time after commitment, but before 
judgment is passed, the Court to which the commitment 
is made may with the view of obtaining on the trial the 
evidence of any person supposed to have been directly or 
indirectly concerned in, or privy to, any such offence 
tender, or order the committing Magistrate to tender a 
pardon on the same condition as specified in section 258 
to such person. 


260. (1) Where a pardon has been tendered 
under section 258 or section 259, and any person who has 
accepted such tender has, either by wilfully concealing 
anything essential or by giving false evidence, not 
complied with the conditions on which the tender was 
made, he may be tried for the offence in respect of 
which the pardon was so tendered, or for any other 
offence of which he appears to have been guilty in 
connection with the same matter. 

(2) Such person shall, when tried for the offence 
in respect of which the pardon was tendered, be entitled 
to plead that he has complied with the conditions upon 
which such tender was made. 

(3) No prosecution under sub-section (1) shall be 
entertained without the sanction of the Magistrate by 
whom such pardon was tendered or of the District 
Magistrate or of the High Court. 
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(4) The High Court or a Court of Session may, 
on application made, order the detention in custody for 
a period not exceeding fourteen days of a person to 
whom a pardon has been tendered under section 258 
or section 259 pending an application for the grant of 
sanction to prosecute such person under sub-section (3). 


(5) The statement made by a person who has 
accepted a tender of pardon may be given in evidence 
against him when the pardon has been forfeited under 
this section. 


(6) No prosecution for the offence of giving false 
evidence in respect of such statement shall be 
entertained without the sanction of the High Court. 


261. Any person accused of an offence before any 
Criminal Court, other than a Native Court, or against 
whom proceedings are instituted under this Ordinance 
in any such Court may of right be defended by an 
advocate. 


262. If the accused, though not insane, cannot be 
made to understand the proceedings, the Court may 
proceed with the inquiry or trial; and; in the case of a 
Court other than a High Court, if such inquiry results 
in a commitment, or if such trial results in a conviction, 
the proceedings shall be forwarded to the High Court 
with a report of the circumstances of the case, and the 
High Court shall pass thereon such order as it thinks fit. 


263. (1) For the purpose of enabling the accused 


to explain any circumstances appearing in the evidence 


against him, or of enabling the Court to understand his 
defence the Court may, at any stage of any inquiry or 
trial, without previously warning the accused, put such 
questions to him as the Court considers necessary, and 
shall, for the purpose aforesaid, question him generally 
on the case after the witnesses for the prosecution have 
been examined and before he is called on for his defence, 
unless in the opinion of the Court no advantage to the 
accused can be derived therefrom; provided that no 
questions as to his defence shall be put to the accused 
during an inquiry if he desires to reserve his defence, 
and that if the accused is defended by advocate the 
Court shall not question him other than at the request 
of his advocate. 


(2) The accused shall not render himself liable to 
punishment by refusing to answer such questions, or by 
giving false answers to them; but the Court may draw 
such inference from such refusal or answers as it thinks 
just. 


(3) The answers given by the accused may be 
taken into consideration in such inquiry or trial, and 
put in evidence for or against him in any other inquiry 
into, or trial for, any other offence which such answers 
may tend to show he has committed. 


264. Except as provided in sections 258 and 259, 
no influence, by means of any promise or threat or 
otherwise, shall be used to an accused person to induce 
him to disclose or withhold any matter within his 
knowledge.

301. (1) When an offender has been sentenced 
to fine only and to imprisonment in default of payment 
of the fine, the Court may suspend the execution of the 
sentence of imprisonment and may release the offender 
on his executing a bond, with or without sureties, as the 
Court thinks fit, conditioned for his appearance before 
such Court on a date not being more than fifteen days 
from the time of executing the bond; and in the event 
of the fine not having been realised the Court may direct 
the sentence of imprisonment to be carried into execu- 
tion at once. 


(2) In any case in which an order for the payment 
of money has been made, on non-recovery of which 
imprisonment may be awarded, and the money is not 
paid forthwith, the Court may require the person ordered 
to make such payment to enter into a bond as prescribed 
in sub-section (1), and in default of his so doing may at 
once pass sentence of imprisonment as if the money had 
not been recovered. 


D.—Whipping. 
302. Subject to the other provisions of this Ordin- 
ance any Court empowered to Impose the punishment 
of whipping may :— 


(a) When the accused is in the opinion of the 
Court under the age of sixteen years, impose a 
punishment of whipping in Heu of any other 
punishment prescribed by uw ; 


(vb) When the accused is an adult native of 
Africa impose a punishment of whipping in addition 
to or in heu of any other punishment prescribed by 
law ; 


Provided that the Governor may by notice in the 
Gazette direct that the punishment of whipping shall 
not be inflicted in respect of such offences as he may 
think fit to specify in that behalf. 


303. When the accused is sentenced to whipping 
only, the sentence shall be executed at such place and 
time as the Court may direct. 


304. (1) When the accused is sentenced to 
whipping in addition to imprisonment in a case which 
is subject to appeal, the whipping shall not be inflicted 
until fifteen days from the date of the sentence, or, if 
an appeal is made within that time, until the sentence 
is confirmed by the Appellate Court ; but the whipping 
shall be inflicted as soon as practicable after the expiry 
of the fifteen days, or, in case of an appeal, as soon as 
practicable after the receipt of the order of the Appellate 
Court confirming the sentence or dismissing the appeal. 
In cases not subject to appeal any sentence of whipping 
imposed shall be inflicted as soon as practicable after 
such sentence has been passed. 


(2) The whipping shall be inflicted in the presence 
of the officer in charge of the jail, unless a Magistrate 
orders it to be inflicted in his own presence. 


305. (1) Whipping shall be inflicted in such 
mode, and on such part of the person and with such one 
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of the instruments approved by the Governor as the 
Court may direct ; Provided always that notwithstand- 
ing anything in this section contained it shall not be 
lawful for any Court to sentence a person who in its 
opinion is under the age of 16 years to be whipped with 
any instrument’ other than such instrument as the 
Governor has approved or may approve for the infliction 
of the punishment upon persons under the age of 16 
years. 

(2) In no case shall such punishment exceed 24 
stripes in the case of an adult or 12 strokes in the case of 
persons who in the opinion of the Court are under the 
age of 16 years. 


306. No sentence of whipping shall be executed 
by instalments, and none of the following persons shall 
be punishable with whipping (namely) :— 

(a) females ; 
(6) males sentenced to death ; 
{ (c) males whom the Court considers to be 
more than forty-five years of age. 


307. (1) A sentence of whipping shall not be 
inflicted except in the presence of a Medical Officer of 
the Protectorate, or, if no Medical Officer is available, in 
the presence of a Magistrate or Officer of the Police, or, 
in the case of offenders sentenced by a Native Court in 
the presence of a person deputed by such Court. 

(2) No sentence of whipping shall be carried out 
unless the Medical Officer, or other person mentioned 
in sub-section (1), after examination of the otfender has 
certified that he 1s physically fit to undergo such punish- 
ment ; and, such Medical Officer or other person may at 
any time during the execution of a sentence of whipping 
intervene and prohibit the remainder of the sentence 
being carried out if he considers the offender is not in a 
fit state of health to undergo the remainder of the 
sentence. 


308. (1) In any case in which, under section 307 
a, sentence of whipping is, wholly or partially, prevented 
from being executed, the offender shall be kept in 
custody till the Court which passed the sentence, can 
revise it; and the said Court may, at its discretion, 
either remit such sentence, or sentence the offender in 
lieu of whipping or in lieu of so much of the sentence of 
whipping as was not executed, to imprisonment for any 
term not exceeding twelve months or to a fine not 
exceeding one thousand rupees which may be in addi- 
tion to any other punishment to which he may have 
been sentenced for the same offence. 

(2) Nothing in this section shall be deemed to 
authorise any Court to inflict imprisonment for a term 
or fine of an amount exceeding that to which the 
accused is liable by law, or that which the said Court is 
competent to inflict, or to sentence to imprisoninent an 
offender who is in the opinion of the Court under the 
age of 16 years where part of a sentence of whipping 
has been executed upon such offender. 

H.— General. 

309. (1) When sentence is passed under this 
Ordinance on an escaped convict, such sentence, if of 
death, fine or whipping, shall, subject to the provisions 
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hereinbefore contained, take effect immediately, and, if 
of imprisonment, penal servitude or transportation, shall 
tuke effect according to the following rules, that is to 
say :— 

(2) if the new sentence is severer in its kind than 
the sentence which such convict was undergoing when 
he escaped, the new sentence shall take effect 
immediately. 


(3) When the new sentence is not severer in its 
kind than the sentence the convict was undergoing 
when he escaped, the new sentence shall take effect 
after he has suffered imprisonment, penal servitude or 
transportation, as the case may be, for a further period 
equal to that which, at the time of his escape, remained 
unexpired of his former sentence. 


Erplanation :—For the purposes of this section— 


(a) a sentence of penal servitude shall be 
deemed severer than a sentence of imprisonment ; 

(2) asentence of imprisonment with solitary 
confinement shall be deemed severer than a 
sentence of the same description of imprisonment 
without solitary confinement; and 


(c) a sentence of rigorous imprisonment 
shall be deemed severer than a sentence of simple 
imprisonment with or without solitary confinement. 


310. When a person already undergoing a sentence 
of imprisonment, penal servitude or transportation is 
sentenced to imprisonment, penal servitude or trans- 
portation, such imprisonment, penal servitude or 
transportation shall commence at the expiration of the 
imprisonment, penal servitude or transportation to 
which he has been previously sentenced, unless the 
Court directs that the subsequent sentence shall run 
concurrently with such previous sentence. 


Erplanation:—An order under section 112 directing 
that a person be committed to or detained in prison 
in default of furnishing security is a sentence of 
imprisonment within the meaning of this section. 


311. (1) Nothing in section 309 or section 310 
shall be held to excuse any person from. any part of 
the punishment to which he is lable upon his former 
or subsequent conviction. 


(2) When an award of imprisonment in default 
of payment of a fine is annexed to a substantive 
punishment of imprisonment, or to a sentence of 
transportation or penal servitude for an offence 
punishable with imprisonment, and the person under- 
going the sentence is after its execution to undergo 
a further substantive sentence, or further substantive 
sentences of imprisonment, transportation or penal 
servitude, effect shall not be given to the award of 
imprisonment in default of payment of the fine until 
the person has undergone the further sentence or 
sentences. 


312. (1) Every warrant for the execution of 
any sentence may be issued either by the Judge or 
Magistrate who passed the sentence or by his 
successor in office. 


v 
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(2) When a sentence has been fully executed, 
the officer executing it shall return the warrant to 
the Court from which it is issued, with an endorse- 
ment under his hand certifying the manner in which 
the sentence has been executed. 


CHAPTER XXVI. 
Or Previous AcquirTaLs oR ConvicTIONs. 


313. (1) A person who has once been tried by 
a Court of competent jurisdiction for an offence and 
convicted or acquitted of such offence shall, while 
such conviction or acquittal remains in force, not be 
liable to be tried again for the same offence, nor on 
the same facts for any other offence for which a 
different charge from the one made against him might 
have been made under section 203 or for which he might 
have been convicted under section 204. 


(2) A person acquitted or convicted of any 
offence may be afterwards tried for any distinct offence 
for which a separate charge might have been made 
against him on the former trial under section 202 
sub-section (1). 

(3) A person convicted of any offence constituted 
by any act causing consequences which, together with 
such act, constituted a different offence from that of 
which he was convicted, may be afterwards tried for 
such last-mentioned offence, if the consequences had 
not happened, or were not known to the Court to 
have happened, at the time when he was convicted. 


(4) A person acquitted or convicted of any 
offence constituted by any acts may, notwithstanding 
such acquittal or conviction be subsequently charged 
with, and tried for any other offence constituted by 
the same acts which he may have committed if the 
Court by which he was first tried was not competent to 
try the offence with which he is subsequently charged. 


Ezplanation:—The dismissal of a complaint, the 
stopping of proceedings under section 216, the discharge 
of the accused or any entry made upon a charge 
under section 237 is not an acquittal for the purposes 
of this section. 


Illustrations. 


(a) A is tried upon a charge of theft as a servant and acquitted He 
cannot afterwards while the acquittal remains in force, be charged upon 
the same facts with theft as a servant, with theft simply, or with criminal 
breach of trust. 

(b) A is tried upon a charge of murder and acquitted. There is no 
charge of robbery ; but it appears from the facts that A committed robbery 
at the time when the murder was committed, he may afterwards be 
charged with, and tried for, robbery. 

(c) A is tried for causing grievous hurt and convicted. The person 
injured afterwards dies. A may be tried again for culpable homicide. 

(d) A is charged before the High Court and convicted of the culpable 
homicide of B. A may not afterwards be tried on the same facts for the 
mourder of B. 

(e) 4 is charged by a Magistrate of the first class with, and convicted 
by him of, voluntarily causing hurt to B. A may not afterwards be tried 
for voluntarily causing grievous hurt to Bon the same facts, unless the 
case comes within paragraph 8 of the section. 

(f) A is charged by a Magistrate of the second class with, and 
convicted by him of, theft of property from the person of B. A may be 
subsequently charged with, and tried for robbery on the same facts. 

(g) A, Band C are charged by a Magistrate of the first class with 
and convicted by him of robbing D. A, B and C may afterwards be 
charged with, and tried for, dacoity on the same facts.

Or AprgaL anp Revision. 


CHAPTER XXVII. 
Or APPEALs. 

314. No appeal shall lie from any judgment or 
order of a Criminal Court except as provided for by 
this Ordinance or by any other law for the time 
being in force. 

315. Subject to the general provisions of this 
Ordinance relating to appeals, an appeal shall lie 
to the Court of Appeal from any finding, sentence 
or order recorded or passed by the High Court in 
the exercise of its original criminal jurisdiction, but the 
Court of Appeal shall not have any power of revision 
or appewl, other than as hereinbe fore provided, except in 
cases in. which the High Court has convicted on an 
appeal from an acquittal. 


316. Any person whose application under section 
79 for the delivery of property or the proceeds of the 
sale thereof has been rejected by any Court, may 
appeal to the High Court. 

317. Any person ordered by a Magistrate to give 
security for keeping the peace or for good behaviour 
under section 107 may appeal to the High Court. 

8318. (1) Any person convicted on a trial held 
by a Court of Session or District Court or Additional 
District Court ay appeal to the High Court save as 
hereinafter provided. 

(2) An appeal to the Iligh Court may be on a 
matter of fact as well as a matter of law. 

319. Notwithstanding anything — hereinbefore 
contained, there shall be no appeal by a convicted 
person in cases in which a Court of Session or a 
Magistrate of the first class passes sentence of 
Imprisonment not exceeding one month only, or of 
fine not exceeding fifty rupees only, or of whipping only ; 

Provided that there shall be no appeal from a 
sentence of imprisonment passed by such Court or 
Magistrate in default, or of whipping in lieu, of payment 
of fine when no substantive sentence of imprisonment 
has also been passed ; 

Provided further that when two or more persons 
are convicted at one trial, and any one of them is 
sentenced to imprisonment exceeding one month or to 
a fine exceeding fifty rupees, all or any of the persons 
convicted at such trial shall have a right of appeal. 


Explanation :—For the purposes of this Chapter 
an order for the confiscation of property shall be 
deemed to be a sentence of fine. 

320. Notwithstanding anything hereinbefore con- 
tailed there shall be no appeal by an accused person 
who has pleaded guilty and has been convicted on 
such plea by a Court of Session, District Court or 
Additional District Court of the first class except as 
to the extent or legality of the sentence. 

321. Notwithstanding anything hereinbefore 
contained, there shall be no appeal by a convicted 
person in any case tried summarily in which a 
Magistrate empowered to act under section 231

(2) No order under this section shall be made to

339. No party shall have any right to be heard 
either personally or by advocate before the High Court 
when exercising its powers of revision ; 


Provided that such Court may, if it thinks fit, 
when exercising such powers, hear any party either 
personally or by advocate and that nothing in this 
section shall be deemed to affect section 338  sub- 
section (2). 


340. In the event of a difference of opinion when 
the High Court is constituted by more than one Judge

CHAPTER XXIX. 
Lunatics. 


342. (1) Whena Magistrate holding an inquiry ! 
ora trial has reason to believe that the accused is of 
unsound mind and consequently incapable of making 
his defence, the Magistrate shall inquire into the fact 
of such unsoundness, and shall cause such person to be 
examined by a Medical Oflicer, and thereupon shall 
examine such Medical Officer as a witness, and shall 
reduce the examination to writing. 

(2) Pending such examination and inquiry the 
Magistrate may deal with the accused in accordance 
with the provisions of section 344. 

(3) If such Magistrate is of opinion that the 
accused is of unsound mind and consequently incapable 
of making his defence, he shall record a finding to that 
effect and shall postpone further proceedings in the case. 


343. (1) If any person committed for trial before 
the High Court or a Court of Session appears to the 


Court at his trial to be of unsound mind and conse- & 


quently incapable of making his defence, the Court with 
the aid of assessors. shall, in the first instance, try the 
fact of such unsoundness and incapacity, and if satisfied 
of the fact, shall record the finding and shall postpone 
further proceedings in the case. 

(2) The trial of the fact of the unsoundness of 
mind and incapacity of the accused shall be deemed to 
be part of his trial before the Court. 


344. (1) Whenever an accused person is found 
to be of unsound mind and incapable of making his 
defence, the Court, if the case is one in which bail may 
be taken, may release him on sufficient security being 
given that he “shall be properly taken care of and shall 
be prevented froin doing injury to himself or to any 
other person, and for his appearance when required 
before the Court or such oflicer as the Court appoints 
in this behalf. 

(2) Ifthe case is one in which bail may not be 
taken, or if sufficient security is not given, the Court 
shall report the case to the Governor, remanding the 
accused to custody pending orders, and the Governor 
may order the accused to be conlined in a lunatic 
asylum, jail or other suitable place of safe custody, and 
the Court shall give effect to such order. 


345. (1) Whenever an inquiry or a trial is post- 
poned under section 342 or section 343 the Court may 
at any time resume the inquiry or trial, and require the 
accused to appear or be brought before it. 

(2) When the accused has been released under 
section 344, and the sureties for his appearance produce 
him to the officer whom the Court appoints in this 
behalf, the certificate of such oflicer that the accused is 
capable of making his defence shall be receivable in 
evidence. 
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346. (1) If, when the accused appears or is again 
brought before the Court, the Court considers ‘him 
capable of making his defence, the inquiry or trial shall 
proceed. 

(2) Ifthe Court considers the accused person to 
be still incapable of making his defence, the Court shall 
again act according to the provisions of section 342 or 
section 343, as the case may be, and shall deal with the 
accused in accordance with the provisions of section 344. 


347. When the accused appears to be of sound 
mind at the time of inquiry or trial, and the Magistrate 
is satisfied from the evidence given before him that 
there is reason to believe that the accused committed 
an act which, if he had been of sound mind, would 
have been an offence, and that he was, at the time 
when the act was committed, by reason of unsoundness 
of mind, incapable of knowing the nature of the act or 
that it was wrong or contrary to law, the Mavgistrate 
shall proceed with the case, and, if the accused ought 
to be committed toa Court of Session or the High 
Court, send him for trial before such Court. 


348. Whenever any person is acquitted upon the 
ground that, at the time at which he is alleged to have 
committed an offence, he was, by reason of unsoundness 
of mind, incapable of knowing the nature of the act 
alleged as constituting the offence, or that it was wrong 
or contrary to law, the finding shall state specifically 
whether he committed the act or not. 


349. (1) Whenever such judgment states that 
the accused person committed the act alleged, the 
Court before which the trial has been held, shall, 
if such act would, but for the incapacity found, 
have constituted an offence, order such person to be 
kept in safe custody in such place and manner as such 
Court thinks fit, and shall report the case for the orders 
of the Governor. 

(2) The Governor may order such person to be 
confined in a lunatic asylum, jail or other suitable 
place of safe custody. 

(8) The Governor may, by general or special 
order, direct that any person who has been ordered 
under this Chapter to be confined in a lunatic asylum, 
jail or other place of safe custody, shall be removed 
from the place where he is confined, to any lunatic 
asylum, jail or other place of safe custody in the 
Protectorate. 

350. When any person is confined under the 
provisions of section 344 or section 349 if such person 
is confined in a jail, the visiting justices of the prison 
or the visitors of the lunatic asylum, or any two of 
them, if he is confined in a lunatic asylum, may visit 
him in order to ascertain his state of mind; and he 
shall be visited once at least in every six months by 
two of such visitors as aforesaid: and such visitors 
shall make a special report to the Governor as to the 
state of mind of such person.

certificate of the inspecting officer shall be receivable 
as evidence. —- 


CHAPTER XXX. 


PROCEEDINGS IN CASE OF CERTAIN OFFENCES AFFECTING THE 
ADMINISTRATION OF JUSTICE. 
354. (1) When any Civil or Criminal Court is BicciMiuonea 
of opinion that there is ground for inquiring into any ‘= *Hon 16. 
offence referred to in section 165 and committed before 
it or brought under its notice in the course of a judicial 
proceeding, such Court, after making any preliminary 
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inquiry that may be necessary, may send the case for 
inquiry or trial to the nearest Magistrate of the first 
class, and may send the accused in custody, or take 
sullicient security dor his appearance, before such 
Magistrate; and ipay bind over any person to appear 
and give evidence on such inquiry or trial. 

(2) Such Magistrate shall thereupon proceed 
according to law, and as if upon complaint made and 
recorded under section 170. 

(3) The High Court or a Court of Session may 
charge a person for any offence referred to in section 
165 and committed before it or brought under its notice 
in the course of a judicial proceeding and may commit 
or admit to bail and try such person upon its own 
charge. 

355. When any such offence as is described in 
section 175, section 178, section 179, section 180 or 
section 228 of the Penal Code is committed in the view or 
presence of any Civil or Criminal Court, the Court may 
cause the offender to be detained in custody; and at 
any time before the rising of the Court on the same 
day may, if it thinks fit, tuke cognizance of the offence 
and sentence the offender to a fine not exceeding two 
hundred rupees, and, in default of payment, to simple 
imprisonment for a term which may extend to one 
month, unless such fine be sooner paid. 


356. (1) In every case the Court shall record 
the facts constituting the offence, with the statement 
(if any) made by the offender, as well as the finding and 
sentence. 

(2) If the offence is under section 228 of the 
Penal Code, the record shall show the nature and stage 
of the judicial proceeding in which the Court interrupted 
or insulted was sitting, and the nature of the interrup- 
tion or insult. 


357. (1) Ifthe Court in any case considers that 
a person accused of any of the offences referred to in 
section 355 and committed in its*view or presence 
should be imprisoned otherwise than in default of 
payment of fine or that a fine exceeding two hundred 
rupees should be imposed upon him, or such Court is 
for any other reason of opinion that the case should 
not be disposed of under section 355 such Court after 
recording the facts constituting the offence and the 
statement of the accused as hereinbefore provided, may 
forward the case to a Magistrate having jurisdiction 
to try or inquire into the same, and may require 
security to be given for the appearance of such accused 
person before such Magistrate, or, if sufficient security is 
not given, shall forward such person in custody to such 
Magistrate.

(6) Where a surety to a bond dies before the bond is 
forfeited, his estate shall be discharged from all liability in 
respect of the bond. 

(7) When any person who has furnished security under 
section 96 or section 107 or section 427 or 430 is convicted of an 
offence the commission of which constitutes a breach of the 
condition of his bond, a certified copy of the judgment of the 
Court by which he was convicted of such offence may be used 
as evidence in proceedings under this section against his 
surety or surcties, and if such certified copy is so used, the 
Court shall presume that such offence was committed unless 
the contrary is proved. 

(8) When money or other property deposited in lieu of 
executing a bond has been forfeited, the person who has 
deposited the same may, at any time within one month of the 
date on which the same became forfeited, appear and show 
cause against such forfeiture, and the Court may make such 
order therein for the return or otherwise of the whole or any 
part of the money or property deposited, as to the Court may 
seem proper. 


386. When any surety to a bond dies, or when any

404. (1) Affidavits and affirmations to be used before the 
High Court may be sworn and affirmed before a Judge of the 
High Court, or any Magistrate or the Registrar or Deputy 
Registrar of the High Court, or any person entitled to practise 
as a Commissioner for Oaths under the Notaries Public and 
Commissioners for Oaths Ordinance, 1914, or before any 
Commissioner to administer oaths in England or Ireland, or 
any Magistrate authorized to take affidavits in Scotland, or any 

erson before whom affidavits and affirmations to be used 
efore His Majesty’s High Court of East Africa may be sworn 
and attirmed under the law of the East Africa Protectorate. 


(2) When any application is made to any Court in the 
course of any trial or inquiry under this Code, and allegations 
are made therein respecting the conduct of any public servant, 
the Court may, if it thinks fit, order that evidence of the facts 
alleged in such application be given by affidavit. An affidavit 
to be used before any Court other than a High Court under 
this sub-section may be sworn and affirmed in the manner 
prescribed in sub-section (1) hereof. 


Affidavits under this sub-section shall state separately 
facts which the deponent is able to prove of his own knowledge 
and facts to which he deposes on the information of others: 


Provided that no accused person shall be called on to 
make any affidavit himself under this sub-section. 


(3) The Court may order any scandalous or unnecessary 
matter in an affidavit to be struck out or amended. 


(4) The Court may order the appearance of any person 
making an atftdavit under sub-section (2) hereof for cross- 
examination before the Court. 
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405. (1) Any Court may, at any stage of any inquiry, trial 
or other proceeding under this Ordinance summon any person 
as a witness, or examine any person in attendance, though not 
summoned as a witness, or re-call and re-examine any person 
already examined; and the Court shall summon and examine 
or recall and re-examine any such person if his evidence 
appears to it essential to the just decision of the case. 


(2) Any Judge or Magistrate may, at any stage of any 
inquiry or trial, visit and inspect any place in which an 
offence is alleged to have been committed or any other place 
which it is in his opinion necessary to view for the purpose of 
such inquiry or trial, and shall record forthwith a memorandum 
of any facts observed at such inspection and shall furnish to 
the accused if he so desires a copy of such memorandum. 


406. Unless when otherwise provided by any law for the 
time being in force, the Governor may direct in what place any 
person liable to be imprisoned or committed to custody under 
this Ordinance shall be confined or in what place any other 
sentence shall be carried out.

409. Subject to any rules made by the Governor, any 
Criminal Court may, if it thinks fit, order payment, on the 
part of Government, of the reasonable expenses of any com- 
plainant or witness attending for the purposes of any inquiry, 
trial or other proceeding before such a Court under this 
Ordinance. 


410. (1) Whenever under any law in force for the time 
being a Criminal Court imposes a fine or confirms in appeal, 
revision or otherwise a sentence of fine, or a sentence of which 
fine forms a part, the Court may, when passing judgment, 
order the whole or any part of the fine recovered to be 
applied :-— 


(a) in defraying expenses properly incurred in the 
prosecution ; 


(6) in the payment to any person of compensation 
for any loss or injury caused by the offence when sub- 
stantial compensation is, in the opinion of the Court, 
recoverable by such person in a Civil Court ; 


(c) when any person is convicted of any offence 
which includes theft, criminal misappropriation, criminal 
breach of trust, cheating or the dishonest receipt of stolen

412. In any case in which fees are payable by the com- 
plainant, the Court may, in addition to any penalty imposed 
upon the accused, order him to pay such fees or any part 
thereof to the complainant or the Court. 


413. Any money payable by virtue of any order made 
under this Ordinance otherwise than as a fine shall be recover- 
able as if it were a fine.

1. This Ordinance may be cited as “The Native Official 
Estates (No. 2) Ordinance, 1919.” 


2. In this Ordinance “ Official Estate” means any estate 
held by virtue of any office whether under the provisions of the 
Uganda Agreement, 1900, the Toro Agreement, 1900, or the Ankole 
Agreement, 190], or otherwise. , 

3. Every holder of an Official Estate desirous of leasing any 
portion of his estate or of exchanging some portion of his official 
estate for some portion of a private estate shall submit an application 
to the Governor through the Lukiko of the part of the Protectorate 
where his estate is situate. Every such application shall contain 
the particulars set forth in the Schedule to this Ordinance. 


4. The Lukiko shall then forward the application to the 
Governor together with their recommendations. In the case of 
Official Estates in the Kingdom of Buganda no lease shall be 
granted without the consent of the Lukiko. The Governor shall 
then signify in writing his approval or disapproval of the proposed 
lease. 

5. No lease shall be sanctioned,—

Licensed Pilots, Fishermen, and crews of Pilotage and Lighthouse Authorities’ 
Vessels, and of Post Office Cable Ships. 

In other parts of the Empire the qualifying service will be the same, but 
all details will be determined by the several Governments.

His Majesty the King has also been graciously pleased to signify his 
pleasure that a Mercantile Marine War Medal be granted to the persons specified 
in the previous paragraph, who are qualified for the British War Medal, and who, 
in addition, can supply such evidence as may be approved by the Authorities 
referred to in that paragraph of having served at sea on at least one voyage 
through a danger zone. For this purpose a voyage through a danger zone 
means :— 

(a) A voyage on a ship which entered or cleared a United Kingdom port, 

or a French port, or a Mediterranean port ; 
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(6) Such other voyages in other parts of the world as shall be specified 
in a further notice. 
The Medal will be in bronze, and the riband will be green and red arranged 
vertically, with a narrow white line between them.

Armistice on 11th November, 1918, His Majesty the King has been {* 
pleased to approve of the amendment of the conditions governing the award 3316 
of the Silver War Badge instituted under Army Order 316 of 1916. 


2. Under the amended conditions the badge will, subject in every 
case to the approval of the Army Council, be awarded to all oflicers and men 
who, having served with the Colours for at least 7 consecutive days subsequent 
to the 4th August, 1914, have, on account of wounds or sickness caused 
otherwise than by misconduct, or on attaining the age of 51 years, retired, 
resigned or relinquished their commissions, or been discharged from the 
military forces. 


3. The badge will, subject to the approval of the Army Council, also 
be issued to the under-mentioned persons who have served with the military 
forces subsequent to the 4th August, 1914 :— 

(a) Civilians who have served with the Royal Army Medical Corps 
under a fixed agreement fora period of service, or who have 
been employed with the Army overseas (provided such 
employment received official sanction), who have resigned 
their military employment on account of wounds or sickness.

PROCLAMATION 


NATIVE COURTS IN BUSOGA. 


IN EXERCISE of the powers conferred upon me in that 
behalf by the Courts Ordinance, 1919, I hereby declare and proclaim 
as follows :— 


1. This Proclamation may be cited as “The Busoga Native 
Courts Proclamation, 1919.” 

2. In this Proclamation the term “Native of the District ” 
includes any native of the Protectorate who has been resident in 
the District for a period of at least five years, and the term “ Native 
of the Protectorate” includes any native of any tribe on the confines 
of the Protectorate, who has been resident in the Protectorate for 
a period of at least one year, and also includes any Sudanese or 
Nubian without any restriction as to period of residence. 


3. The following Native Courts have been established in 
Busoga with powers and jurisdiction following, viz. :-— 


A. THE COURT OF THE LUKIKO consisting of a 
cominittee of any seven or more members of the Lukiko presided 
over at each sitting by such member of the Court as may be elected 
by it to be President for such sitting; with jurisdiction in Busoga, 
except as provided by paragraph 4 of this Proclamation or otherwise 
by law, to hear and decide :— 

(1) All cases in which a native of the District is 
accused of an offence (other than an offence punishable with 
death or transportation for life), except when the complainant 
is not a native of the Protectorate. 

(2) All civil cases between natives of the Protectorate, 
provided that a party who is not a native of the District may 
before the hearing begins require the case to be tried by a 
British Court. 


(3) Appeals from the Courts of the Abainasaza and the 
Jinja Native Court. 


B. THE COURTS OF THE ABAMASAZA, as set forth 
in the Schedule hereto, presided over by the Saza Chief of the 
County, or his Deputy (Mubaka), sitting with any two or more 
of the Sub-Chiefs of the Saza or failing them with any two or more 
of the elders of the Saza, with jurisdiction in the Saza, except as 
provided by paragraph 4 of this Proclamation or otherwise by law, 
to hear and decide :— 


(1) All cases in which a native of the Protectorate is 
accused of an offence (other than an offence punishable with 
death or transportation for life), except when the complainant 
is not a native of the Protectorate ; provided always that no 
greater punishment than six months’ rigorous imprisonment, 
and fine of Rs. 40/- and whipping of 24 lashes shall be 
imposed by a Saza Court, and that in no case where fine or 
whipping has been ordered shall the imprisonment in default 
of fine or in lieu of whipping together with the original term 
of inprisonment (if any) exceed a total of six months, except 
that for an offence relating to marriage contracted under or in 
accordance with any native law the fine may be increased to 
Rs. 100/- and the total term of imprisonment to one year. 

(2) All civil cases between natives of the Protectorate 
in which the amount or value of the subject matter in dispute 
does not exceed Rs. 200/- and all such cases relating to 
marriages contracted under or in accordance with any native 
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law when the amount claimed does not exceed Rs. 500/-, 
provided always that a party who is not a native of the 
District may before the hearing begius require the case to be 
tried by a British Court. 


(8) Appeals from the Courts of the Sub-Chiefs. 


C. THE COURTS OF THE SUB-CHIEFS, as set forth 
in the Schedule hereto, each presided over by the Sub-Chief or 
his Deputy (Mubaka); sitting with any two or more of the officials 
of the Sub-Chief or, failing them, any two or more of the elders of 
the District of the Sub-Chief, with jurisdiction in the adininistrative 
area of the Sub-Chief, except as provided by paragraph 4 of this 
Proclamation or otherwise by law, to hear and decide :— 

(1) All cases in which a native of the District is accused 
of an offence (other than an offence punishable with death or 
transportation for life), except when the complainant is not a 
native of the Protectorate; provided always that no sentence 
of imprisonment and no greater punishment than fine of 
Rs. 10/- or whipping of 10 lashes shall be imposed by a 
Sub-Chief’s Court, except that for an offence relating to 
marriage contracted under or in accordance with any native 
law, a sentence of three months’ rigorous imprisonment and a 
fine not exceeding Ks. 50/- and a whipping of 10 lashes may 
be imposed, provided that the total term of imprisonment 
imposed shall not exceed three months. 

(2) All civil cases between natives of the Protectorate 
in which the amount or value of the subject matter in dispute 
does not exceed Rs. 50/-, and all such cases relating to 
marriages contracted under or in accordance with any native 
law where the amount claimed does not exceed Rs. 100/-, 
provided always that a party who is not a native of the 
District may before the hearing begins require the case to be 
tried by a British Court. 


D. THE JINJA NATIVE COURT, consisting of any three 
or more Saza Chiefs or Sub-Chiefs of the District or their Deputies 
(Babaka) presided over at each sitting by such Saza Chief or 
Deputy (Mubaka) of a Saza Chief as may be elected by the Court 
to be president for such sitting, provided that at least one Saza 
Chief or his Deputy (Mubaka) shall be present at every sitting; 
with jurisdiction save as hereinafter provided, tu hear and decide :— 

All civil cases in the Township of Jinja between 
natives of the District in which the amount or value of the 

subject matter in dispute does not exceed Rs 200/-. 


+. The following cases shall be tried exclusively by British 
Courts, under and subject to the provisions of the Criminal 
Procedure Ordinance, 1919, provided always that any such Court 
may, subject to any directions of the High Court, refer any such 
case which it has jurisdiction to try (other than a case falling 
under sub-paragraph 1 hereof) for hearing by a Native Court where 
all the parties are natives of the District :— 

(1) All cases in which a person is charged with an 
offence in consequence of which death has resulted, or which 
is punishable with death or transportation for life. 

(2) All offences committed in the Township of Jinja. 

(3) Civil and criminal cases in which the accused, the 
complainant or any of the parties are regularly employed in 
Governinent service or are Sudanese or Nubians. 

(4) All breaches, which are punishable as offences, of 
any special law (e.g., Arms, Game, Forest, Fiscal, Mining, 
etc.), provided however that the Native Courts shall have 
concurrent jurisdiction without the reference aforesaid in cases 
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relating to Poll Tax or Gun Tax, where the accused is a 
native of the District, other than a Sudanese or Nubian. 


5. The High Court shall hear and decide all cases in Busoga 
between natives of the District of a like nature to the cases 
which would come before the said Court in the exercise of its 
jurisdiction under the Divorce Ordinance, 1904, or under Section 19 
of the Uganda Muhammadan Marriage and Divorce Ordinance, 1906. 


6. There shall be an appeal in all cases from the Court of the 
Lukiko to the District Commissioner, Busoga. 


A District, or Additional District Magistrate or Judge may at 
the request of the District Commissioner, hear any such appeal as 
aforesaid. 


7. The Native Courts shall be under the supervision of the

WEST NILE DISTRICT NATIVE COURTS. 


IN EXERCISE of the powers vested in me by The Courts 
Ordinance, 1919, I hereby establish in the West Nile District the 
Native Courts hereinafter mentioned, with the constitution and 
jurisdiction hereinafter set forth. 


(a) The Divisional Courts (as set forth in Schedule I. hereto) 

Each consisting of the Chiefs specified in the said Schedule and 
presided over by such member of the Court as may be directed by 
the District Commissioner. 


With jurisdiction, save as provided by Clause 2 of this 
Proclamation or otherwise by law, over natives of the district who 
are the people of the Chiefs of the Counties in the Division to hear 
and decide— 


(i) Civil cases in which the amount or subject matter in 
dispute does not exceed in value Rs. 500/-. 


(ii) Criminal cases, except cases in which a person is 
charged with an offence in consequence of which death has 
resulted or which is punishable with death or transportation for 
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life, provided always that no punishment other than imprison- 
ment of either kind not exceeding 1 year and fine not exceeding 
Rs. 150/- and whipping not exceeding twenty-four lashes shall 
be imposed by such Courts, and that in no case where fine or 
whipping has been ordered shall the imprisonment in default of 
fine or in licu of whipping together with the original term of 
imprisonment (if any) exceed a total of one year; and 


(iii) Appeals from the County Courts of the Jivision. 


A Divisional Court shall be fully constituted by any three or 
more members.

(i) Civil cases in which the amount or subject matter 
does not exceed in value Rs. 100/-. 

(ii) Criminal cases, except cases in which a person is 
charged with an offence in consequence of which death has 
resulted or which is punishable with death or transportation for 
life, provided always that no punishment other than imprison- 
ment of either kind not exceeding 3 months and fine not 
exceeding Rs. 50/- and whipping not excceding fifteen lashes 
shall be imposed by a County Court, and that in no case where 
fine or whipping has been ordered shall the imprisonment in 
default of fine orin heuof whipping together with the original 
terin of imprisonment (if any) exceed a total of 3 months; and 

(iii) Appeals from the Sub-Chicfs’ Courts of the County. 
(c) The Sub-Chiefs’ Courts (as set forth in Schedule ITI. hereto) 
Each consisting of the Chief or Sub-Chief as president, sitting 

with any two or more headmen of his area. 

With jurisdiction, save as provided by Clause 2 of this Procla- 
mation or otherwise by law, over natives of the district who are 
people of the Chief or Sub-Chief of the area to hear and decide— 

(i) Civil cases, in which the amount or subject matter does 
not exceed in value Rs. 20/- ; and. 

(ii) Criminal cases, except cases in which a person is charged 
with an offence in consequence of which death has resulted or 
which is punishable with death or transportation for life, provided 
always that no punishment other than a fine not exceeding Rs. 
5/- or whipping not exceeding ten lashes shall be imposed by 
such Courts. 


2. (1) None of the said Courts shall have jurisdiction to try any 
of the following cases unless such case has first been transferred to it by 
the District or Additional District Court. 

(a) Offences committed by natives of the district in the 
township of Arua. 

(b) Civil and criminal cases in which natives of the district 
are parties who are in Government service. 

(c) Breaches which are punishable as offences of any special 
law (e.g, Arms, Game, Forest, Fiscal, Mining) committed by 
natives of the district, provided however that the High Court may 
direct that any class of such cases may be tried by the said 
Courts without the transfer aforesaid. Any such direction may 
be revoked by the High Court and nothing in such direction 
contained shall be deemed to deprive the District Court of the 
right of trying any particular case if it considers it expedient so 
to do. 
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(2) None of the said Courts shall have jurisdiction to try— 


(a) Cases in connection with marriage other than a 
marriage contracted under or in accordance with any native law. 


(6) Cases in which the plaintiff or complainant is not 
a native of the Protectorate or of a tribe on the confines of the 
Protectorate. 


(c) Cases relating to witchcraft. 
3. There shall be an appeal in all cases from the Divisional 
Courts to the District Court for the West Nile. 


An Additional District Magistrate, may, at the request of the 
District Magistrate, hear any such appeal as aforesaid. 


4. The term “ Native of the District” includes any native of the 
Protectorate who has been resident in the District for a period of at 
least five years.

I, ROBERT THORNE CORYNDON, Knight Commander

4. (a) A Will shall not be withdrawn from the custody of the 
Court without the order of a Judge of the High Court except upon 
application in writing (-) during the lifetime of the testator, made 
by the testator, by the advocate of the testator or the agent of the 
testator duly authorised in that behalf by his power of attorney ; ; or 
(ci) after the death of the testator, by one of the executors named 
in the endorsement mentioned in Rule 3 hereof, by the advocate 
of such executor, by his agent duly authorised by power of attorney 
in that behalf, by the Administrator-General or by the administrator 
of the estate of the testator.

2. If any person alleges that he is unable to pay fees, the 
Court shall enquire into the question of his poverty, and if satisfied 
that the allegation of poverty is true, it shall make an order stating 
the proportion of the fees, if any, which such person is able to pay, 
and thereupon no other fees shall be payable by such person. 


3. In the event of a memorandum, petition or notice of appeal 
being presented to the Court whose decree, sentence or order is 
being appealed against or to the officer in charge of a gaol, and 
the appellant alleging that he is unable to pay the fees on appeal, 
such Court or oflicer shall enquire into the question of the 
poverty of the appellant, and if satisfied that the allegation of 
poverty is true, shall forward a report to that effect and a statement 
of the proportion of the fees, if any, the appellant is able to pay ; 
and no fees other than the above shall be payable by such person. 
If not satisfied as to the poverty of the appellant, such Court or 
officer shall forward to the Appellate Court a report as to the 
appellant’s means.

BILLS OF SALE. 


1. THESE RULES may be cited as “The Bills of Sale 
Rules, 1919.” 


2. A memorandum of satisfaction may be ordered to be 
written upon a registered copy of a Bill of Sale on a consent to the 
satisfaction signed by the person entitled to the benefit of the Bill 
of Sale and verified by affidavit being produced to the Registrar and 
filed in the High Court. 


3. Where the consent in the last preceding Rule mentioned 
cannot be obtained, the Registrar may, on application by summons 
and on hearing the person entitled to the benefit of the Bill of Sale 
or on affidavit of the service of summons on that person, and in 
either case, of proof to the satisfaction of the Registrar that the 
debt (if any) for which the Bill of Sale was made has been satisfied 
or discharged, order a memorandum of satisfaction to be written 
upon a registered copy thereof. 


4. Application for entry of satisfaction must be made ex-parte 
to the Registrar on affidavit accompanied by a consent on the part 
of the grantee of the Bill of Sale to the entry of satisfaction. 
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5. If an attesting witness and deponent is an Advocate and 
is described as such, the entry of the satisfaction will be directed by 
the Registrar (the papers being otherwise correct), as of course ; 
but the Registrar may accept any other deponent if satisfied that 
he is a proper person to attest and verify the signature and consent. 


6. The form in which an abstract shall be sent by the Registrar 
to a Provincial Registrar shall be that provided in Schedule I hereto. 


7. The abstract to be made under section 5 of The Bills of 
Sale Ordinance, 1919, shall be sealed with the seal of the High 
Court and dated on the day on which it is transmitted by post to 
the Provincial Registrar or Provincial Registrars of the Province or 
Provinces in which the chattels referred to in the Bill of Sale are 
situate. 


8. Where a memorandum of satisfaction has been written 
upon any registered copy of a bill of sale, an abstract of which has 
been transmitted to any Provincial Registrar, a notice of such 
satisfaction in the form in Schedule I hereto, duly sealed and 
dated, shall be transmitted to each of the Provincial Registrars to 
whom an abstract of such Bill of Sale shall have been transmitted. 


9. A Provincial Registrar shall number the abstracts and 
notices of satisfaction in the order in which they shall respectively 
be received by him and shall file and keep them in his office. 


10. Every Provincial Registrar shall keep an index 
alphabetically arranged in which the full name of the mortgagor or 
assignor, together with his address and description and the number 
which has been affixed to the abstract shall be entered. 


11. Upon the receipt of a notice of satisfaction a Provincial 
Registrar shall enter the notice of satisfaction on the abstract of the 
Bill to which it relates and shall note in the index against the 
name of the mortgagor or assignor the fact of the satisfaction 
having been entered. 


12. A Provincial Registrar shall allow any person to search 
the index at any time during the usual office hours and shall if 
requested cause extracts from any abstract or notice of satisfaction 
to be made. 


13. (a) Every requisition for a search to be made by the 
Registrar or a Provincial Registrar, shall state 
the name and address of the person requiring the 
search to be made. Every requisition and 


certificate shall be filed in the office where the 


search is made. 

(6) The result of such search shall be certified by the 
Registrar or Provincial Registrar in the form in 
Schedule I hereto. 


14. The Registrar, shall, if required, cause a copy to be made 
of any registered Bill of Sale, abstract or notice of satisfaction. 


15. Every copy of extract furnished by the Registrar or a 
Provincial Registrar shall be certified by the Registrar or Provincial 
Registrar furnishing such copy or extract. 


16. The fees set forth in Schedule II hereto, shall be leviable 
in respect of the matters therein stated.

I HEREBY, under Section 11 of The Criminal Procedure 
Ordinance, 1919, DIRECT that a Magistrate shall not except as 
hereinafter prov ided or as specially otherwise ordered, try any case 
in which the accused is charged with the murder or culpable 
homicide of a European or an Indian. 


Any such offence which, but for this or any other order would 
be triable by a District Magistrate or Magistrate of the first class, 
shall be enquired into by a “Magistrate, and if he is satisfied that 
there are suflicient grounds for comnnitting the accused for trial, he 
shall commit him for trial accordingly : Provided alw ays that if in 
the opinion of the Magistrate no complex or difficult question of 
law or fact or the necessity to tender a pardon to any one of the 
accused or to any other person is likely to arise he may try the case 
himself. 


AND I FURTHER, under the above-named Section, 
DIRECT that in the Entebbe and Kampala Districts a Magistrate 
shall not try any offence punishable with death or transportation 
for life; and in the Jinja District a Magistrate shall not try any

In the case 
of officers the scroll will be distributed from the War Oftice, in the case of other ranks 
from the Record Office of the unit concerned. The concurrent issue of the plaque has not 
been found possible owing to the necessity of building a special factory for its manufacture, 
and it has not been thonght desirable to delay the issue of the scrolls pending completion 
of the arrangements for manufacturing and distributing the plaque. <A further annuunce- 
ment will be made in the press when the plaques are ready for distribution.

The scroll is of thick paper in the form of a rectangle approximately eleven-and-five 
sixteenths inches long by seven-and-seven sixteenths inches wide. It bears the following 
inscription :—

“at the call of King and Country, left all that was dear to them, endured hardship, 
“faced danger and finally passed out of the sight of men by the path of duty and 
“self-sacrifice, giving up their own lives that others might live in freedom. Let 
“those who come after see to it that his name be not forgotten.” 
This is followed by an inscription of the soldier's name and regiment. 


The whole inscription is surmounted by a device including the Royal Arms in colour 
with the initials of His Majesty the King. 
The scrolls will be accompanied by the following letter from Buckingham Palace

~yy19. of a distinctive medal the services rendered by His Majesty’s military forces in _121 
theatres of war since the 5th August, 1914. 1065 


2. The medal, which will be designated “The Victory Medal,” will be 
identical in desiyn with that issued by the other Allied and Associated Powers for 
service in theatres of war and will obviate the interchange of Allied Commemorative 
war medals. 


8. The medal will be in bronze, and will be attached to the riband by a ring. 
4. No clasp will be issued with the medal. 


5. The riband will be red in the centre with green and violet on each side, 
shaded to form the colours of two rainbows. 


6. Provided the claims are approved by the competent military authorities, 
the medal will be granted to all officers, warrant officers, non-commissioned officers and 
men of the British, Dominion, Colonial and Indian Forces, members of women 
formations who have been enrolled under a direct contract of service for service with 
His Majesty’s Imperial Forces, civil medical practitioners, nursing sisters, nurses and 
others employed with military hospitals, who actually served on the establishment of 
a unit in a theatre of war and within the periods as defined in Appendix A. 


7. Instructions as to the submission of claims and the disposal of the medals 
will be issued in due course.

For the purpose of this Army Order, “theatres of war” are defined as under—

An Ordinance to provide for Duties on Estates of 
Deceased Persons. 


(15rH Decemser, 1919.) 
Enacted by the Governor of the Uganda Protectorate. 


1. This Ordinance may be cited as “The Estate Short title. 
Duty Ordinance, 1919.” 


2. In this Ordinance and in any Rules nade under Definition. 
this Ordinance, unless the context otherwise requires, 

(a) The expression “approved valuer” means 
a valuer approved by the Commissioners. 

(6) The expression ‘deceased person” means 
a person dying after the commencement of this 
Ordinance. 

(c) The expression “executor” means the 
executor or Administrator of a deceased person, and 
includes, as regards any obligation under this 
Ordinance, any person who takes possession of or 
intermeddles with the property of a deceased person. 


d) The expression “estate duty” means estate 
duty under this Ordinance. 

(e) The expression “ property” includes im- 
moveable and moveable property and the proceeds 
of sale thereof respectively and any money or 
investment for the time being representing the 
proceeds of sale. 

(f) The expression “interest in expectancy” 
includes an estate in remainder or reversion and 
every other future interest whether vested or 
contingent, but does not include reversions 
expectant upon the determination of leases. 

(g) The expression “property passing on the 
death” includes property passing either immediately 
on the death or after an interval either certainly 
or contingently, and either originally or by way of 
substitutive limitation, and the expression “on the 
death ” includes “at a period ascertainable only by 
reference to the death.” 

(hk) The expression ‘the Commissioners ” 
means the Estate Duty Commissioners.

CoMMISSIONERS AND OFFICERS. 


3. There shall be a Board of Commissioners, in 
this Ordinance referred to as the Estate Duty Commis- 
sioners for the purpose of superiutending the care, 
management and directions of this Ordinance having 
its Chief Office at Entebbe, which shall consist of the 
Attorney General and the Treasurer, who shall be ex- 
officio members thereof, and such other person, and a 
Secretary to the Board, as the Governor may from time 
to time appoint. The name of the Commissioner so 
appointed by the Governor shall be published in the 
Official Gazette, and any number of the Gazette contain- 
ing a notice of such appointment shall be deemed 
sutlicient evidence thereof for all purposes 


4. The Attorney General and Treasurer shall be 
the President and Vice-President of the Board, and at 
every meeting of the Board the President, or in his 
absence, the Vice-President shall be chairman. 


5. The Board shall hold its meetings once a 
month, if necessity requires, and oftener if ueed be at 
such places as the President- may appoint, and may 
adjourn from time to time. The President may at any 
time and shall, on a requisition signed by two members 
of the Board, summon a meeting thereof. 


6. Two members of the Board shall constitute a 
quorum. : 


7. The Comuissioners shall, subject to the 
approval of the Governor, by w riting under their hands, 
or the hands of the major part of them, appoint proper 
persons to act as Assistant Commissioners in such areas 
as occasion shall require to collect and receive the 
duties hereby imposed and to keep proper accounts 
thereof to be transmitted to the head oflice of the 
Commissioners, and, subject to the like approval the 
Commissioners shall appoint and assign to every 
Assistant Commissioner appointed under this Ordinance, 
if occasion shall require, such clerical staff, as to the 
Commissioners may appear necessary for the purposes 
of this Ordinance.

THE FACTORIES ORDINANCE, 1919. 


RULES. 
THE FACTORIES AND MACHINERY RULES, 1919. 


Part J.—Tue Factories Boarn. 


- 1. THESE RULES may be cited as “The Factories and 
Machinery Rules, 1919.” 


2. In these Rules, the words— 

“The Board” means the Factories Board hereinafter 
established; 

“To erect” includes to set up a new building and to adapt 
or convert an existing building not previously so used to 
the purposes of a factory or of a building appurtenant 
thereto ; 

“Ginnery’’ means any premises cOntaining not less than 
Six Roller Gins or Three Saw Gins of forty saws each, 
or their equivalent, driven by machinery ; 

“ Tnspecting Officer” means any person deputed by the Board 
to execute any duty or power under these Rules. 


3. At any meeting of the Board three members shall form 
a quorum and a copy of theminutes signed by the Chairman of 
that or any subsequent meeting shall be the only necessary evidence 
of any act or decision of the Board. 


Parr II.—Rwuies as to New Factoriss. 


4. Every person intending to erect any factory or building 
appurtenant to a factory shall make an application to the Board in 
writing for a permit and furnish the Board with— 

(a) Drawings shewing elevation, sections and plans of 
every floor of every building drawn to a scale of not less 
than one inch to every eight feet and shewing the position, 
form, materials and dimensions of the several parts of such 
building and of every closet or latrine, dwelling-house, store 
or other building intended to be used in connection therewith 
and the position, form, arrangement and dimensions of any 
machinery intended to be placed therein; and 

(6) A block plan drawn to a scale of not less than one 
inch to every hundred feet shewing the position of all buildings 
and appurtenances proposed to be erected on the plot and of 
those already existing or intended to be used or occupied 
in connection with the factory, and all public roads and 
swamps adjoining. 

(c) The value of the buildings and machinery to be 
erected, such value not to be less than Rs. 15,000. 

(da) Such other information in writing, plans, drawings, 
or documents as the Board may require. 


5. All drawings and plans shall be furnished in duplicate 
and signed; one set shall be signed on every sheet by the person 
intending to erect the factory and shall when furnished become 
the property of the Board. 


6. Al! buildings hereafter to be erected on a factory plot 
or for use in connection with a factory shall comply with the 
following provisions except where the Board for reasons to be 
recorded approves of any variation therefrom :— 

(a) They shall be designed and constructed generally 
in accordance with the recognized English practice so far as 
shall be necessary to secure safety to the approval of the Board. 
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(6) The foundations shall be of cement or lime 
concrete or of masonry set in cement or lime mortar, carried 
to a depth of not less than eighteen inches below ground level. 


The strength of the concrete or mortar shall be not 
less than the following :— 


Concrete. 


One part cement, four parts clean sharp sand, 
eight parts stone broken to pass in any direction 
through a two inches ring; or 

One part lime, two parts clean sharp sand, four 
parts stone broken to pass in any direction 
through a two inches ring. 

Mortar. 


One part cement, four parts clean sharp sand; or 
One part lime, two parts clean sharp sand. 


(c) All floors of such buildings shall be of cement 
concrete as specified above not less than three inches thick 
on a foundation of good stones broken to pass in any direction 
through a ring two inches in diameter well wetted and 
rammed at least three inches thick. 


(d) The walls and floors of all buildings into which 
seed cotton or cotton seed is to be brought shall be made of 
rat proof materials and the doors and other openings shall be 
constructed in such a manner as to prevent the ingress or 
egress of rats when closed. 


7. On receipt of such application the Board may issue a 
permit to the applicant to proceed to erect the factory or other 
building and save as hereinafter provided no person shall begin 
to erect the factory or building until he has received such permit 
together with his plan signed on every sheet by the Director of 
Public Works or his representative. 


8. Ifthe Board disapproves of the erection of any building 
for which application has been made as aforesaid or of any portion 
or detail thereof, by reason that the same will contravene some 
provision of these Rules, it may at any time within thirty days of 
the receipt of the application by written notice intimate to the 
person who made the application its said disapproval and the 
reason for the same and prescribe terms subject to which the 
necessary permit will be granted. 


9. If within thirty days after receipt of the said application 
the Board does not intimate in writing to the person who 
made the application its disapproval of .the factory or building 
which the said person proposes to erect the said person may 
proceed as if a permit had been granted for the erection of the 
factory or building on the expiry of the said thirty days. 


10. On obtaining the necessary permit and signed plans or 
if the Board does not intimate its disapproval as provided in 
Rule 9, the person who made the application may proceed to erect 
the said building or factory subject to the terms prescribed as 
aforesaid but not otherwise, at any time within one year from the 
date of the permit, or the expiry of the said thirty days as the case 
may be. 


11. On the completion of the erection of a ginnery the person 
who made the application shall notify the Board and shall apply 
for a permit to commence ginning. Such permit shall not be 
issued until the Board is satistied that the ginnery has been erected 
in accordance with the approved plan. 
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12. No Ginncry shall be erected on any plot of less than 
five acres in extent and no Ginnery or Cotton Godown shall be 
less than 120 feet from any boundary of the plot, except where the 
boundary or boundaries abut on a public road or swamp, when the 
distance may be reduced to 60 feet from such boundary. 


13. Rules 4, 5, 7, 8,9, 10 and 11 hereof shall not apply to 
factories and buildings in Townships but applications for permits 
to erect the same shall be referred to the Board by the Township 
Authority for approval before the plans are signed by them. Such 
approval shall be signified by the signature on the plans of the 
Director of Public Works or his representative. 


Part ILI.—Geyenrat. 


14. Every part of a factory in which workmen are employed 
shall have provision made for ventilation to the satisfaction of an 
Inspecting Oflicer and shall be kept ventilated. 


15. When any new machinery is installed in a factory after 
the date hereof the Board may require the same to be fitted with 
approved apparatus for protecting the workers from dust. 


16. The Inspecting Officer may inspect any building, 
machinery, boiler or belting used in any factory, and may at his 
discretion direct that any such building, machinery, boiler or 
belting which in his opinion is dangerous to the safety of the 
workmen employed shall be repaired or securely protected to his 
satisfaction. 


17. Wherever any factory or part thereof or anything 
affixed thereto appears to the Factories Board to be ruinous or so 
dilapidated or in such a state as to be likely to become and to be 
dangerous to workmen employed or otherwise, the Factories Board 
may call upon the owner to show cause why the same should not 
be demolished or repaired or altered and further may require such 
owner to demolish or repair or rebuild such building or any part 
thereof. 


18. All buildings shall be kept in thorough repair and the . 
surface of the ground occupied in connection with any factory 
shall be made even and all holes therein filled up and shall be kept 
clear of rank vegetation, lumber, waste material and rubbish liable 
to harbour rats or spread disease. In default of the owner executing 
the necessary works the Board may enter on the premises and 
demolish a building or execute the necessary repairs and recover 
the expense thereof from the owner. 


19. No cotton seed which is not stored in rat-proof 
buildings shall be permitted to remain on or near the factory 
premises for more than three months without the leave of an 
Inspecting Officer in writing. When no leave has been given 
all cotton seed over three months old and not stored as aforesaid 
shall be buried or burned or disposed of in such manner as an 
Inspecting Officer shall direct. 


20. An Inspecting Officer on instructions from the Board 
may at any time give directions touching the following matters :— 


(4) The number of persons who may be permitted to 
sleep on the factory premises or adjacent thereto. 


(b) ‘The measures to be taken for exterminating rats. 
(c) The provision of suitable latrine accommodation. 
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(7) In case of an outbreak of infectious disease or in 
the event of the discovery of rats which shall on examination 
be proved to be infected with plague, he may order the factory 
to be disinfected to his satisfaction or to be closed for such period 
as the Board may consider necessary, and he may order the 
destruction of any materials subject to the payment of such 
compensation (if any) as the Governor may determine. 

(e-) The maintenance and repairs of buildings, the pro- 
vision of ventilation, sanitary appliances, and appliances for 
preventing dust, the disposal of cotton seed and other waste 
material, measures against rats and any matter or thing 
necessary to secure compliance with these Rules. 


21. The occupier or person temporarily in charge of any 
premises on which rats are found dead in circumstances which 
lead to reasonable suspicion that the deaths are due to plague 
shall immediately report the fact to the nearest Government 
Medical Officer. 


22. No residential building will be allowed to be erected 
on any ginnery plot. 


23. For the purposes of these Rules any order or directions 
in writing may be served on the proprietors or managers or persons 
in charge of any factory in the discretion of the Board by an 
Inspecting Officer. 


24. When an accident occurs in any building whether a 
factory or not in which power machinery is used which results 
in death or bodily injury whereby any person is prevented from 
returning to work during 48 hours next after the occurrence of the 
accident, the manager or person in charge of the machinery shall 
forthwith give notice of the accident to the Administrative Officer 
of the District in which the same occurs, who shall make such 
enquiries as he shall consider necessary and report the same to the 
Board. « : 


25. Every owner or occupier of the factory shall prior 
to the 31st of December in each year forward a return to the 
Board. Such return shall be in the form set out in the Schedule 
to these Rules and shall contain the particulars so set forth: 


26. (1) When an employee in any factory is suspected 
of having contracted any infectious disease the following pro- 
visions shall have effect :— 

(a) The proprietor, manager or other person in charge 
of the factory shall as soon as possible send notice thereof to 
the nearest Government Medical Officer. 

(6) He shall take steps to isolate the patient and all 
persons who may have been in contact with him and shall 
keep them isolated pending the receipt of instructions from 
the Medical Officer. 

(¢) All such instructions shall be deemed to be directions 
given under these Rules. 

(2) In this Rule “Infectious Disease’? means any disease 
declared to be infectious for the purpose of the Infectious Diseases 
Ordinance, 1902. and includes “ plague, cholera, enteric, measles, 
smallpox and cerebro-spinal meningitis.” 


27. Any person committing a breach of these Rules or 
failing to comply with any order or direction lawfully given 
thereunder shail be guilty of an offence punishable with a fine not 
exceeding Rs. 1,000 or imprisonment of either kind not exceeding 
12 months or both. Upon any conviction the Court may order 
the factory in which the offence took place to be closed until any 
lawful requirement of the Board shall have been complied with. 
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For the purpose of legal proceedings complaint may be 
made by an Inspecting Officer on the instructions of the Board.

COTTON CROP PROSPECTS, 1919-20. 
Bucanpa Province. 
Mengo District.—In Bulemezi and Kiagwe (Bukoba), the chief cotton areas of the district, 
the crop has an excellent appearance, plants being vigorous and healthy and beginning to bear 


bolls. A large acreage is July-planted and there is every indication and promise of a heavy crop. 
In other parts of the district—W. and S.W.—the crop is later and not so promising. 
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Entebbe District—Cotton is reported as having a favourable appearance and a good crop 
is promised, but a period of dry weather is now needed. 


Mubendi District—Good rains are reported during the month and prospects may be 
considered favourable, but a dry spell is needed in Singo County. 


Masaka District.—Generally favourable. Some May-sown cotton is ready for picking. 
A good deal of the crop is later planted, especially South and West. With an increased acreage 
and continuation of favourable weather the prospects for the district are excellent. 


EASTERN PROVINCE. 


Busoga District—The crop is somewhat variable. Earlier sown cotton in Budiope-Kamuli 
is good and prospects excellent, but in some other parts of the district—Kastwards—the crop is 
more backward and later planted and a continuation of rain into December is needed to bring 
the plants to maturity. 

Bukedi District.—Prospects are very good in Pallisa, Bugweri, Budama and Bunyuli 
and a large crop is expected. Rain has, however, been somewhat excessive in Pallisa recently 
and a period of dry weather is now needed.

THE SLEEPING SICKNESS ORDINANCE, 1913, 
AND 
THE SLEEPING SICKNESS RULES, (No. 2) 1919. 
RULES. 

1. THESE RULES may be cited as “ The Sleeping Sickness 
Rules, (No. 2) 1919,” and shall be read as one with the Sleeping 
Sickness Rules, 1919, (hereinafter referred to as the principal Rules). 

2. Rules 16 to 37 of the principal Rules applying to the 
Victoria Nyanza infected area are hereby repealed and are replaced 
as follows :— 

RULES FOR THE VICTORIA NYANZA INFECTED AREA. 

16. Rules 17 to 37 hereof shall apply to all parts of the Victoria Nyanza 
within the limits of the Protectorate ; to all islands in the same area; to 
all parts of the mainland of Buganda within one mile of the Lake, and 
to all parts of Busoga and Bukedi within two miles of the Lake. 
For the purposes of these Rules permanently anchored sudd fields 
adjoining the mainland or adjoining an island shall be deemed to be 
part of the mainland; navigable channels through such fields shall be 
considered as parts of the Lake. 

RULES FOR THE BUILDING OF CANOES. 

17. No material or gear shall be collected or tree felled, cut or hollowed or 
planks of wood cut for the purpose of building a canoe and no canoe 
shall be commenced or built until the person desiring to collect the said 
material or build the canoe has been granted a permit in that behalf 
by the District Commissioner at Masaka, Entebbe, Kampala, Jinja 
or Mbale. 

18. The District Commissioner shall specify on the permit the name of the 
person who is permitted to build the canoe, the name of his shambaand 
chief, and the place where the canoe shall be built. The permit shall 
be inthe form set out in Schedule C to the principal Rules. 

19. Every permit shall be carried by the person in whose name it has been 
granted, and any person found coliecting material for or building a 
canoe shall produce his permit when required to do so by any Govern- 
ment Oflicer or person employed by the Government in the prevention 
of Sleeping Sickne The permit shall be called in and destroyed by 
the District Commissioner when the canoe is registered.

assigning any reason therefor. 


21. 
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22. Each vessel shall be numbered consecutively in the order of registration 
and the number shall be preceded by the distinctive letter of the 
registering oflice clearly painted in white on a black ground on both 
sides of the bow. The distinctive letters shall be ‘ M’ for Masaka, ‘E’ 
for Entebbe, ‘S’ for Sesse, ‘KK’ for Kampala, ‘J’ for Jinja and ‘A’ 
for Mbale. Both letters and numbers shall be not less than 8 inches 
high, and no line of the paint shall ke less than ? inch wide. 

23. Registration shall be annual and after the first registration, shall be 
effected during the month of January in each year. The fee for 
registration shall be such fee as may be fixed from time to time by 
notice in the Gazeéte. 

24. Every certificate of registration shall specify the uses to which the 
vessel may he put, and shall name or clearly specify the landing places 
or fishing grounds which may be used by such vessel. No other 
than specified landing places or fishing grounds may be used by such 
vessel without written permission from the District Commissioner. 

25. The registration of « vessel for fishing purposes does not permit the use 
of the vessel for these purposes by other than license: fishermen. 

RULES FOR LICENSING OF FISHERMEN. 

26. No person may use, construct nor possess with the intention of using 
any fishing appliance whatever (with the exception of rods, hand line, 
landing nets and other similar appliances appertaining to angling) 
unless he shall first secure a fishing licence. 

27. Fishing licences shall be issued to the licensee in person, and to no 
other person, by the District Commissioner of Masaka, Entebbe, Sesse, 
Kampala, Jinja or Mbale, on payment of such fee as may be fixed 
from time to time by notice in the Gazette. The District Commissioner 
may refuse to issue a licence or may cancel one already issued without 
assigning reason therefor. 

28, Every fishing licence shall be deemed to be issued under the following 
conditions :— 

(a) The licence shall expire on the 31st of December, next following the 
date of issue. 

(b) The licensee shall wear or carry the licence consisting of a metal 
identification dise in such manner as the District Commissioner 
may direct. 

(c) The licensee shall, upon three days notice, report for examination 
by the Medical Oflicer at such time and places as may be stated in 
such notice. 

29. No holder of a fishing licence shall fish in any District other than that 
in which his licence has been issued until he has obtained a fresh 
identification dise from the District Commissioner of the other District 
in which he desires to fish. 

The holder shall at the same time inform the District Commissioner 

who issued the licence of his intention to fish in another District. 

30. No holder of any fishing licence shall use any vessel for the purpose of 
fishing unless the same shall first have been registered in the manner 
hereinbefore provided ; provided always that the provisions of this 
Rule shall not apply to a fisherman using rafts for the purpose of 
fishing off the shores of the Sesse Islands. 

RULES FOR REGULATING WATER TRAFFIC. 

31. Any vessel which carries any fishing appliance whatsoever in a condition 
realy for use {except rods, hand lines, landing nets and other 
appliances used in angling shall be deemed to be a fishing vessel for 
the purposes of these Rules. Any other vessel shall be deemed to be 
a traflic vessel for the purposes of the Rules. 

32. No fishing vessel shall carry any other person than fishermen licensed to 
operate in the waters where the vessel lies or is plying, and Government 
Officers. 

33. No other than a fishing vessel shall ply over other than authorized traftic 
routes, which shall be defined for the purposes of these Rules as the 
most direct routes 300 yards or more from land between landing places 
named or clearly specified in the certificate of registration of the vessel, 
except Government vessels. 

34. No traffic vessel other than a Government vessel may pass within 300 
yards of land except in the following cases :— 

(a) At points opposite authorised landing places. 

(b) While passing through channels of less tian 600 yards in width; 
in which case the vessel must keep to the middle of the channel. 

35. The use of any channel of less than 600 yards in width may be forbidden 
to traflic vessels other than Government vessels by the District 
Commissioner with the approval of the Principal Medical Officer. 

36. The certificate of reyistration must be produced on the demand of any 
Government Officer in uniform on six hours’ notice being given, and 
any vessel may be detained by such Officer pending production of the 
certificate.
